In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  7 of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  June  8,  1885,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  two  years  ending  May  31,  1898:

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS,  ETC. 


The  permanent  improvements  made  during-  the  years  covered  by  this 
report  are  as  follows: 

The  erection  of  iron  fence  with  drive  and  front  gates  by  the  Hartman 
Fence  Co.,  on  lines  of  Home  property  on  Third  and  Ash  streets,  and 
South  line  of  the  piece  of  land  purchased  from  Miss  Sandford. 

The  placing  by  the  New  York  Filter  Co.,  of  a filter  with  capacity 
sufficient  to  furnish  water  for  all  purposes.  The  water  is  pure  and  in 
every  way  satisfactory. 

By  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Grounds  some  three  thousand 
yards  of  earth  which  nearly  adjoined  the  Home  property  was  purchased. 
The  price  paid  was  five  cents  per  cubic  yard.  This  was  moved  during 
the  winter  and  used  in  filling  along  the  south  side  of  the  R.  R.  bank 
and  new  walk  to  the  beach.  We  have  continued  to  plant  trees  of  differ- 
ent varieties,  poplar,  maple,  ash  and  walnut,  secured  from  near  by 
farms,  and  have  planted  many  hundreds  of  willows,  grown  from  the  cut- 
tings sent  us  seven  years  ago  by  the  Girard  Estate.  These  are  rapid 
growers,  are  shapely  and  make  abundant  shade.  The  general  work  on 
the  farm  and  garden  is  in  better  shape  than  ever  before,  and  after  years 
of  hard  work  and  anxiety  we  have  now  as  valuable  a piece  of  garden  land 
as  can  be  found  in  this  county. 

During  the  last  winter  Hog  Cholera  broke  out  among  our  hogs  and  we 
lost  twenty-three  head.  W'e  separated  those  that  were  not  affected  and 
finally  sold  the  entire  lot  and  abandoned  the  brick  pen  and  built  a frame 
one  on  the  flat  near  the  ice  house  and  have  purchased  new  stock  of 
young  pigs. 

The  natural  gas  wells  continue  to  give  sufficient  supply  to  light  the 
buildings. 

HOSPITAL— I most  respectfully  urge  that  the  matter  of  building 
an  addition  to  the  Hospital  receive  your  earnest  attention.  The  present 
building  is  neither  large  enough  for  present  use  nor  is  it  equipped  as  it 
should  be  to  enable  the  management  to  properly  care  for  the  sick  and 
disabled.  Nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  members  are  unable  to  care  for 
themselves.  This  includes  those  in  whole  or  in  part  demented.  The 
blind,  paralyzed,  and  cripples  from  wounds,  accidents  or  rheumatism. 
We  have  from  the  first  used  a number  of  members  of  the  Home  as  nurses, 
and  while  some  of  these  have  given  satisfaction,  being  kind  and 
sympathetic  to  the  patients,  yet  we  are  frequently  distressed  because 
of  fault  found  with  others  for  lack  of  the  essential  qualities  required 
in  nurses.  The  employment  of  an  additional  number  of  thoroughly 
capable  nurses  should  not  be  longer  delayed. 

DISCIPLINE.— The  discipline  of  the  Home,  while  not  all  we  could 
wish,  is  perhaps  as  good  as  we  can  expect  when  we  consider  the  causes 
that  lead  up  to  the  violation  of  rules,  chief  among  which  is  the  ease  with 
which  those  inclined  can  secure  all  the  drink  they  desire  in  the  nearby 
saloons,  and  this  too  without  regard  to  their  condition,  mental  or  phy- 
sical. The  only  object  on  the  part  of  dealers  is  to  get  the  money  from 
the  men,  and  the  weaker  they  are  the  more  easily  they  become  victims. 
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One  other  element  that  causes  trouble  are  those  without  employment  and 
who  are  physically  able  to  labor  if  it  could  be  found,  and  who  seek 
the  shelter  of  the  Home  to  tide  them  over  to  another  start.  They  seem 
to  be  indifferent  to  the  principle  upon  which  the  Home  was  instituted, 
io  care  for  comrades  who  by  reason  of  age  or  other  infirmities  are 
unable  to  care  for  themselves.”  These  men  never  become  helpers,  never 
accept  the  home  with  any  thought  of  remaining,  but  while  members 
busy  themselves  in  telling  of  its  faults  and  advising  as  to  how  it  should 
be  governed. 


The  number  of  demented  and  partially  demented  men  whose  friends 
secure  their  admission  by  other  than  fair  statements  of  their  mental  con- 
dition, continues  to  grow  and  has  become  a very  serious  question  of  the 
care  of  the  Home.  We  have  little  or  no  protection  in  the  matter  of 
fences.  The  opportunities  for  leaving  the  grounds  being  many.  No 
guards.  The  demented,  irresponsible  and  law  breaking  element  of  the 
Home  can  easily  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Home  grounds  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  officers,  resulting  in  drunkenness,  robbery  and  as- 
cident  on  the  rail-road  or  highway.  I would  recommend  that  a suf- 
ficient sum  of  money  be  appropriated  to  properly  fence  the  entire 
grounds. 

STEAM  YACHT.— The  steam  yacht  “Comrade”  was  destroyed  by 
fire  at  4 o’clock  a.  m.,  on  the  19th  day  of  July,  1897. 

John  S.  Kelly,  a member  of  the  Home  who  died  Oct.  19th,  1896,  be- 
queathed to  the  Home  $207.10,  to  be  expended  in  entertainments  for 
the  men. 

Memorial  day  has  been  fittingly  observed  each  year.  No  labor  is 
performed  save  what  is  necessary.  The  oration  for  1897  was  delivered 
by  Rev.  Ward  Beecher  Pickard,  a noted  pulpit  orator  of  Cleveland,  O 
That  of  1898  by  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Spaulding,  of  Erie,  Pa. 

Independence  day  has  been  observed  in  a fitting  manner.  All  work 
being  suspended.  The  building  decorated  with  bunting.  A suitable 
holiday  dinner  provided  with  lemonade  free  to  all  throughout  the  day, 
followed  by  music  and  good  display  of  fireworks  in  the  evening. 

INSPECTION  AND  MUSTER. — The  Asst.  Inspector  Genl.  of  Soldiers 
Homes,  Genl.  W.  W.  Averill,  beside  the  inspection  of  buildings,  food, 
clothing  and  books,  under  the  instruction  of  the  National  Board,  held 
a muster  of  the  members  of  the  Home  on  June  21st,  1S97.  Every  man 


present  in  the  Home  answered  to  his  name  verifying  the  morning  report 
for  that  day. 

Genl.  Averill,  whose  kindly  face  and  wise  counsel  we  will  miss,  was 
relieved  from  the  duties  as  Inspector,  and  Col.  J.  W.  Bryan  appointed 
who  inspected  and  mustered  the  men  July  8th,  1898. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Ministers  of  the  City  for  the  deep  interest 
they  have  continued  to  give  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  members. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  different  church  choirs  and  to  the  friends  who 
have  given  entertainments.

CONDITIONS 

The  general  condition  of  health  has  been  uniformly  good  during  the  two  years 
covered  by  this  report. 

We  have  had  no  epidemics  of  any  kind  during  this  period. 
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A larger  number  of  mild  cases  have  been  prescribed  for  than  in  former  years, 
largely  due  to  diseases  of  advanced  age. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  at  morning  sick  calls  during  the  two 
years  covered  by  this  report  was  12,400.  Some  of  these  cases  finally  landed  in  the 
hospital,  but  as  a rule  got  relief  for  a short  time,  only  to  repeat  the  routine  after 
a time. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

No  improvements  of  any  magnitude  have  been  made  in  the  hospital  building 
since  the  last  report.  It  was  then  stated:  “The  hospital  building  is  entirely  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  demands  of  a complete  and  serviceable  hospital,  such  a one  as 
would  be  in  keeping  with  the  reputation  and  standing  of  this  Home.” 

We  repeat  this  with  more  emphasis  if  possible.  We  should  have  a new  hos- 
pital, one  designed  to  meet  the  wants  and  necessities  of  an  increasing  number  of  pa- 
tients. 

The  Hospital  should  be  fully  equipped  with  all  modern  appliances  necessary  for 
the  care  of  patients.  Very  respectfully,

A resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  January  31,  1898, 
required  that  the  policies  of  insurance  covering  the  Home  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Har- 
risburg. This  has  been  complied  with. 

The  title  deeds  of  the  property  have  been  properly  recorded  and 
deposited  with  the  Auditor  General  of  Pennsylvania. 
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Under  date  of  November  30,  1898,  the  Honorable  Perry  A.  Gibson, 
a member  of  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania  from  Erie  county,  enclosed 
to  the  Governor,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a petition 
signed  by  several  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
Home.  The  petition  referred  to  the  operation  of  the  rule  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  reading  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall,  on  receipt  of  pension,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  pay  over 
to  the  Commander  or  some  officer  designated  by  him,  a sum  of  money 
equal  to  the  amount  which  said  pensioner  may  have  drawn,  in  excess 
of  $4.0U  per  mouth,  and  that  when  arrearages  for  original  claims 
for  pension  or  arrearages  accruing  from  increase  of  pension  may  be 
paid  to  members  of  the  Home.  This  rule  shall  apply  to  such  arrear- 
ages for  increase,  from  the  time  the  pensioner  receiving  the  same 
may  have  been  a member  of  the  Home:  Provided,  That  in  special 

cases  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct  that  the  money  which  may 
be  paid  by  any  member  can  be  expended  for  the  support  of  wife  or 
minor  children  of  such  member,  to  such  amount  as  the  Board  may 
deem  expedient. 

The  petitioners,  through  their  counsel,  Honorable  Perry  A.  Gibson, 
submitted  certain  arguments  and  statements  for  consideration  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  asked  that  the  money  already  paid  in  under 
the  rules. governing  pensioners,  be  returned  to  them,  and  that  moneys 
paid  in  under  the  rule  in  the  future  be  held  for  their  use  and  benefit. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  directed  that  a public  meeting  be  held  Monday, 
December  12,  1898,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Fifth  and  Chestnut  streets,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  petition  above  referred  to.  At  this  meeting  the 
counsel  for  the  petitioners  was  present,  together  with  representatives 
of  the  press,  also  the  following  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees:

General  Louis  Wagner, 

General  Thomas  J.  Stewart, 

Auditor  General  Levi  G.  McCauley,

There  was  also  present,  Major  W.  W.  Tyson,  Commander  of  the 
Home;  Noah  W.  Lowell,  Quartermaster  of  the  Home,  and  E.  L.  Whit- 
telsey,  solicitor  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A very  full  discussion  of 
the  entire  matter  was  had  at  this  public  meeting.  Statements  were 
made  by  the  Commander  of  the  Home,  the  Quartermaster  of  the 
Home,  and  also  General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  petition  referred  to,  as  well  as  a brief  of  the  argument 
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made  by  counsel  for  petitioners,  have  been  filed  with  the  records  of 
tli  Home  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary. 

At  the  meeting  of  Board  of  Trustees,  January  26,  1S99,  the  follow- 
ing officers  of  the  Board  were  chosen: 

President,  Governor  William  A.  Stone. 

Vice  President,  Colonel  Robert  B.  Beath. 

Secretary,  General  Thomas  J.  Stewart. 

Treasurer,  General  Louis  Wagner. 

Prior  to  May  20,  1897,  checks  received  by  the  Governor  of  Pennsyl- 
vania from  the  United  States  Government,  on  account  of  maintenance 
were  transmitted  to  the  State  Treasurer,  but  on  and  after  that  date 
they  were  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  January  26,  1899  (at  which  meet- 
ing the  Board  was  reorganized),  it  was  agreed  “that  the  Governor  be 
requested,  when  he  receives  warrants  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, on  account  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Pennsylvania  Sol- 
diers and  Sailors  Home,  that  he  turn  over  the  same  direct  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  State,  in  maintaining  and  supplying  the 
institution.” 

MEETING  WITH  SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS,  MEMBERS  OF  GENERAL 

ASSEMBLY. 

On  the  evening  of  February  23,  1899,  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  in 
the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  Harrisburg,  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives who  were  surviving  soldiers  of  the  War  for  the  Suppression 
of  the  Rebellion,  as  to  the  rules  of  the  Board  governing  the  admission 
of  pensioners,  to  the  Pennsylvania  'Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  and 
the  payment  by  such  pensioners  to  the  Commander  of  the  Home  for 
transmission  to  the  Treasurer,  of  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  a 
certain  portion  of  their  pension.  The  rule  of  the  Board  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall,  upon  receipt  of  pensions,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  pay 
over  to  the  Commander,  or  to  some  officer  designated  by  him,  a sum 
of  money  equal  to  the  amount  which  said  pensioner  may  have  drawn 
in  excess  of  four  dollars  per  month;  and  that  when  arrearages  on 
original  claim  for  pension,  or  arrearages  accruing  from  increase  of 
pension,  may  be  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Home,  this  rule  shall  ap- 
ply to  such  arrearages  for  the  time  the  pensioner  receiving  the  same 
may  have  been  a member  of  the  Home:  Provided,  That  in  special 
cases  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct  that  a portion  of  the  money 
which  may  have  been  paid  by  any  member  can  be  expended  for  the 
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support  of  the  wife  or  minor  children  of  such  member  to  such  amount 
as  the  Board  may  deem  expedient. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  presented  for  the  information  of  all 
who  were  present,  a full  and  detailed  statement  and  explanation  of 
the  entire  matter  of  pensions  in  connection  with  the  Home  manage- 
ment. 


ANDREW  BROOKS  vs.  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Andrew  Brooks,  a member  of  the  Home,  through  counsel,  brought 
action  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Erie  County  No.  2,  February 
term,  1899,  by  filing  a bill  in  equity,  praying  for  an  injunction  re- 
straining the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Commander  of  the  Home 
from  enforcing  the  rule  governing  pensioners,  and  from  discharging 
the  plaintiff  in  the  event  of  refusal  to  comply  with  the  said  rule. 

The  Honorable  Judge  Walling,  on  February  22,  1899,  rendered  the 
following  opinion: 

Andrew  Brooks,  plaintiff,  vs.  Daniel  H.  Hastings,  BobeH  B.  Beath, 
Thomas  J.  Stewart.  Louis  Wagner,  Levi  G.  McCauley,  James  S.  Bea- 
com,  J.  P.  S.  Gobin,  Thomas  Tillhrook,  E.  P.  Gould,  John  P.  Nichol- 
son, H.  II.  Comings,  Board  of  Trustees1  of  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
Home,  at  Erie,  Pa.,  and  William  W.  Tyson,  Commander,  and  Noah 
W.  Lowell,  Quartermaster,  of  said  Home,  defendants. 

In  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Erie  county,  Pennsylvania,  sit- 
ting in  equity.  No.  2,  February  Term,  1899. 

The  bill  in  above  case  was  tiled  by  the  plaintiff,  who  is  an  inmate 
or  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  at  Erie, 
praying  for  an  injunction  against  the  defendants  as  Trustees  and  offi- 
cers of  said  Home,  to  restrain  them  from  requiring  plaintiff  to  pay 
over  to  them  any  portion  of  his  pension  money,  and  also  to  restrain 
them  from  discharging  him  from  said  Home,  and  also  praying  for  an 
order  requiring  defendants  to  refund  to  plaintiff  certain  pension 
moneys  which  he  alleged  in  said  bill  he  had  been  unlawfully  compelled 
to  pay  over  to  said  Board. 

An  answer  was  duly  filed  on  behalf  of  defendants,  and  at  the  trial 
each  side  submitted  certain  testimony. 

The  facts  are  found  as  follows: 

First. — That  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  was  or- 
ganized under  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  3d,  1885,  P.  L.  62,  the  sixth 
section  of  which  was  amended  by  the  act  of  May  4th,  1893,  P.  L.  30, 
and  is  supported  by  State  appropriations. 

The  defendants  were  the  legally  constituted  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  management  of  said  Home,  except  William  W.  Tyson,  Com- 
mander, and  Noah  W.  Lowell,  Quartermaster,  of  said  Home. 

Second. — That  the  sixth  section  of  the  said  act  of  Assembly  for 
the  establishment  of  said  Home,  as  amended,  reads  as  follows: — 
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“That  the  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  who  shall  be  entitled  to  ad- 
mission in  this  Home,  shall  be  those  only  who,  at  the  time  of  their 
enlistment  in  the  army  or  navy,  were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  or 
served  in  some  Pennsylvania  organization,  or  those  who,  for  five 
years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  their  application  for  admis- 
sion, were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  who  were  honorably  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  who  are  in  indigent  circum- 
stances, and  from  any  disabilities  (not  received  in  any  illegal  act)  are 
unable  to  support  themselves  by  manual  labor,  and  who  are  unable 
to  gain  admission  into  the  homes  for  soldiers  and  sailors  provided 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States.” 

And  the  seventh  section  of  said  act  is  in  part  as  follows:— 

“That  the  Commission  hereby  appointed  shall  also  constitute  a 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  management  of  said  Home  when  estab- 
lished. and  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its 
management  and  government,  to  employ  the  necessary  officers  and  em- 
ployees, to  fix  the  compensation,  and  to  formulate  rules  for  the  ad- 
mission of  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the 
preceding  section.” 

Third. — That  on  December  20th,  1892,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
Home  duly  adopted  a resolution  as  follows: — 

“Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall,  upon  receipt  of  pension,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  pay  over 
to  the  Commander,  or  to  some  officer  designated  by  him,  a sum  of 
money  equal  to  the  amount  which  said  pensioner  may  have  drawn  in 
excess  of  four  dollars  per  month;  and  that  when  arrearages  on 
original  claim  for  pension,  or  arrearages  accruing  from  increase  of 
pension,  may  be  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Home,  this  rule  shall 
apply  to  such  arrearages  for  the  time  the  pensioner  receiving  the 
same  may  have  been  a member  of  the  Home:  Provided,  That  in 

special  cases  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct  that  a portion  of  the 
money  which  may  have  been  paid  by  any  member  can  be  expended 
for  the  support  of  the  wife  or  minor  children  of  such  member  to 
such  amount  as  the  Board  may  deem  expedient.” 

And  that  on  July  lltli,  1893,  the  said  Board  duly  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions: — 

“Resolved,  That  any  member  of  the  Home  failing  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  rule  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  governing  pensions, 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  Commander  for  violation  of  rules,  and  any 
member  so  discharged  shall  not  be  re  admitted  except  by  a vote  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  no  event  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
after  such  discharge. 

“Resolved,  That  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sail- 
ors Home,  or  members  of  any  other  State  soldiers  and  sailors  home, 
or  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  who  may 
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have  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  at  their  own  request  or  for 
any  other  reason,  shall  not  be  admitted  to*  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Home  within  six  months  from  date  of  such  discharge.” 

Fourth. — That  the  plaintiff  served  in  Company  B,  Third  Pennsyl- 
vania Reserves,  and  Company  L),  Fifty-fourth  Pennsylvania  Veteran 
Volunteers,  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged from  the  service  of  the  United  'States,  and  is  now  disabled 
and  in  indigent  circumstances  and  unable  to  support  himself,  and  that 
he  is  a member  of  the  said  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  having  been 
regularly  admitted  thereto  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  1898.  That  he  is 
a man  of  temperate  habits  and  has  obeyed  all  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Home. 

Fifth. — That  plantiff  was  admitted  to  said  Home  at  his  own  request, 
and  that  in  his  sworn  application  for  admission  thereto  is  contained  a 
clause  as  follows:  “And  said  applicant  further  stipulates  and  agrees 
that  he  will  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him,  and  will  abide  by 
and  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  by  their  order;”  and  that  before  the  making  of  said  application  the 
plaintiff  had  read  and  fully  understood  the  above-quoted  resolutions 
known  as  the  pension  rules  of  said  Board,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was 
admitted  as  a member  of  said  Home  by  virtue  of  his  said  application 
and  agreement,  and  would  not  otherwise  have  been  admitted  thereto. 

Sixth. — That  at  the  time  of  plaintiff  making  said  application,  he 
was,  and  still  is,  a pensioner  of  the  United  States,  at  the  rate  of  six 
dollars  per  month,  payable  quarterly.  That  the  checks  for  said  pen- 
sion are  received  personally  by  the  plaintiff,  and  that  during  his  resi- 
dence at  the  Home  he  has  handed  said  checks  over  to  the  Quarter- 
master and  received  back  four  dollars  per  month  in  cash  and  a receipt 
for  the  balance  of  said  pension  money,  which  balance,  during  his  resi- 
dence in  the  Home  up  to  the  time  of  filing  the  bill,  amount  to  twelve 
dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  which  sum  was  transmitted  to  Gen. 
Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  is  now  in  his 
custody,  together  with  other  moneys  similarly  received  from  other 
members  of  said  Home,  and  which  fund  is  known  as  the  Pension  Fund 
and  remains  unappropriated. 

Seventh. — That  plaintiff  has  a wife  about  fifty-seven  years  of  age. 
and  three  children,  and  that  his  wife  resides  with  two  of  the  children 
in  Scranton,  Pa.  That  of  the  two  children  residing  with  the  mother, 
one  is  a son  about  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  the  other  is  a daughter, 
the  youngest  child,  of  the  age  of  about  eighteen  years,  and  they  are 
people  without  means  and  support  themselves  by  their  own  labor. 
Plaintiff's  wife  works  out  at  washing  and  other  work  so  much  as  she 
is  able,  which  is  not  all  the  time. 

That  at  the  time  plaintiff  made  the  several  payments  of  his  pen- 
sion money  over  to  the  Quartermaster,  as  above  stated,  he  made  a 
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request  that  the  same  be  sent  to  his  wife,  and  such  request  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  are  still  considering  the 
matter,  but  up  to  this  time  no  part  of  said  twelve  dollars  and  seventy- 
three  cents  has  been  paid  over  to  the  plaintiff’s  wife. 

Eighth. — That  plaintiff  during  his  residence  at  the  Home  has  been 
detailed  to  perform  certain  services  therein,  for  which  he  has  been 
paid  by  the  Home  the  sum  of  four  dollars  per  month,  which,  together 
with  the  four  dollars  per  month  pension  money  retained  by  him,  gives 
him  eight  dollars  a month  at  his  own  disposal,  a large  part  of  which 
the  evidence  shows  he  has  sent  to  his  said  wife. 

Ninth.— That  the  said  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  has  a capacity 
sufficient  to  accommodate  five  hundred  members,  and  that  there 
fare  now  in  said  Home  about  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  members, 
of  whom  some  receive  no  pensions  and  others  receive  pensions 
varying  from  four  to  seventeen  dollars  per  month.  That  all  of  said 
inmates  receive  equal  benefits  as  members  of  the  Home.  That  they 
are  all,  including  the  plaintiff,  furnished  with  every  necessary  of  a 
good  home,  including  board  and  furnished  rooms,  cared  for  by  the 
Home,  all  clothing  for  both  summer  and  winter  wear;  also,  medical 
attendance  and  nursing  in  case  of  sickness,  tobacco,  and  all  incidental 
expenses,  such  as  stationery,  postage  stamps,  etc.,  and  all  other  neces- 
saries for  their  material  welfare,  including  car  fare  to  and  from  their 
respective  homes,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  a member,  his  funeral 
expenses  are  paid  by  the  Home. 

Tenth. — That  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress,  the  United  States 
Government  pays  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  the  sum  of  $100 
a year  for  each  member  supported  in  said  Home,  from  which  sum  the 
United  States  Government  deducts,  also  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, one-half  of  all  the  pension  money  retained  from  the  inmates 
of  said  Home. 

LEGAL  CONCLUSIONS. 

m < 

1.  That  said  pension  rules  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  February  26th,  1SS3,  making  void  certain  pledges,  assign- 
ments, etc.,  of  pension  money. 

2.  That  said  pension  rules  are  within  the  power  of  said  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  are  not  contrary  to  law  or  public  policy;  neither  are 
they  inconsistent  with  the  above-quoted  sixth  section  of  said  act  of 
Assembly. 

3.  That  the  pension  rules  above  quoted  are  valid,  at  least  so  far  as 
affects  plaintiff,  who  obtained  admission  to  said  Home  under  an  ex- 
press agreement  to  comply  therewith. 

4.  That  equity  will  not  compel  defendants  to  continue  plaintiff  as  a 
member  of  said  Home  longer  than  he  complies  with  the  agreement  by 
virtue  of  which  he  obtained  admission  thereto. 
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5.  That  the  payments  made  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendants  were 
in  legal  contemplation  voluntary  payments,  and  cannot  be  recovered 
back;  and  that  the  money  so  taken  from  plaintiff  and  other  inmates, 
so  far  as  same  has  not  been  or  may  not  be  expended  for  the  support 
of  the  wife  or  minor  children  of  such  members,  is  subject  to  use  for 
the  benefit  of  said  Home. 

G.  That  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed  for  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  that  the  bill  should  be  dismissed  at  his  costs. 

DISCUSSION. 

The  above-quoted  pension  rules  are  not  new  or  peculiar  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  but  rules  very  similar  are 
to  be  found  in  many  of  the  other  State  homes  for  indigent  soldiers 
and  sailors,  and  the  validity  lias  been  sustained  by  different  courts. 

'Ball  et  al.  vs.  Evans  et  al.,  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  G8th  Northwest- 
ern Reporter,  page  435;  Looser  et  al.  vs.  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Soldiers’  Home  and  James  A.  McKee,  Commandant,  02  Michigan,  6331 

And  the  acts  of  Congress  impliedly  recognize  such  rights  in  the  sev- 
eral acts  providing  that  one-half  of  any  sum  or  sums  retained  by  State 
Homes  on  account  of  pensions  received  from  inmates  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  aid  which  the  United  States  Government  pays  to  the 
several  States  on  account  of  such  support. 

See  Act  of  Congress  of  March  3d,  1893,  supplement  to  Revised 
Statutes  United  States,  1892-1895,  page  123;  also,  act  of  Congress  ol 
June  lltli,  1896.  supplement  to  Revised  Statutes  United  States,  1895- 
1897,  page  448. 

It  is  a mistake  to  assume  that  every  applicant  who  comes  within 
the  general  terms  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  above-quoted  statute  is 
necessarily  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Home.  Such  admission  re- 
quires the  affirmative  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  from  all 
who  are  eligible  the  Board  must  determine  who  shaid  actually  be  ad- 
mitted to  membership.  It  would  seem  that  this  must  be  so,  as  the 
Home  only  has  accommodations  for  five  hundred  members.  And  the 
better  to  determine  this  question,  the  Board  may  make  general  rules 
not  inconsistent  with  said  statute.  For  instance,  the  Board  might 
stipulate  that  older  applicants  should  be  preferred  to  younger;  that 
those  without  a pension  should  be  preferred  to  those  drawing  a pen- 
sion, or  that  those  drawing  a pension  above  a certain  amount  were 
not  in  indigent  circumstances  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute; 
and  I see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  Board  may  stipulate  that  appli- 
cants drawing  pensions  above  a certain  amount  shall,  in  order  to  be 
entitled  to  membership,  pay  over  to  the  Board  the  excess  of  their 
pensions  above  said  amount.  The  Board  would  also  seem  to  have  a 
right  to  stipulate  that  members  of  the  Home  of  sufficient  ability  must 
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contribute  a certain  amount  toward  the  support  of  the  Home,  or  per- 
form certain  services  therein. 

It  was  certainly  a vain  thing  for  the  legislature  to  provide  that  said 
Board  might  formulate  rules  for  the  admission  of  disabled  and  indi- 
gent soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the  sixth  section  of  said  act,  if  the 
Board  were  bound,  after  such  rules  were  formulated,  to  admit  every 
eligible  applicant.  If  every  applicant  possessing  the  statutory  quali- 
fication must  be  admitted,  then  it  would  follow  that  the  first  five 
hundred  who  presented  their  applications  would  be  admitted,  and  all 
the  remaining  indigent  veterans  of  the  Commonwealth,  without  re- 
gard to  their  circumstances,  must  be  excluded.  Such,  in  my  opinion, 
was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature.  And  as  the  sixth  section  of 
said  act  is  silent  upon  the  question  of  pensions,  it  would  seem  that 
the  power  to  make  rules  provided  for  in  the  seventh  section  was  broad 
enough  to  cover  the  present  case. 

But  even  if  the  above  conclusion  were  not  warranted,  there  would 
still  remain  a serious  obstacle  to  plaintiff’s  case.  Before  he  made  ap- 
plication for  admission  he  fully  examined  and  thoroughly  understood 
these  pension  rules,  and  in  his  application  he  solemnly  promised  to 
abide  by  them,  and  made  them  a part  of  his  contract  with  the  Home, 
by  virtue  of  which  he  gained  admission.  He  has  had  and  is  having 
the  benefit  of  his  contract  with  the  Home,  and  it  does  not  seem  right 
to  permit  him  now  to  repudiate  his  contract  and  still  to  insist  that  the 
defendants  shall  perform  theirs.  lie  has  made  this  rule  a part  of  his 
contract  with  the  Home,  and  he  cannot  now  be  heard  to  challenge 
its  validity.  I am  not  prepared  to  hold,  under  any  view  of  the  case, 
that  a court  of  equity  should  interfere  by  the  extraordinary  power  of 
an  injunction  to  compel  defendants  to  retain  plaintiff  as  a member  of 
the  Home,  and  to  give  him  ail  the  benefits  thereof,  while  he  insists 
upon  violating  and  repudiating  the  contract  which  he  has  sworn  to 
obey.  And  while  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  is  not  a corpora- 
tion, and  the  defendants  are  simply  the  agents  of  the  State  to  carry 
out  its  purposes  (see  Commonwealth  vs.  Philadelphia  County,  second 
Dauphin  County  Reporter,  page  8),  yet  the  rule  with  reference  to  the 
by-laws  of  corporations  might  have  some  bearing  upon  this  question. 
In  Angell  and  Ames  on  Corporations,  9th  edition,  section  342,  the 
rule  is  stated  as  follows:  “It  should  be  observed  that  what  may  be 

bad  as  a by-law,  as  against  common  right,  may  be  good  as  a contract, 
since  a man  may  part  with  a common  right  voluntarily,  of  which  it 
would  be  impolitic  and  unjust  to  deprive  him  by  a by-law  passed 
without  his  assent,  or  perhaps  knowledge,  by  those  who  might 
not  know,  or  would  not  consult,  his  individual  interests.  Hence  it 
will  be  found  that  a by-law  may  be  void  as  against  strangers,  or  mem- 
bers who  do  not  assent  to  it,  and  yet  good  as  a contract  between  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation  who  do  assent  to  it.” 
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I am  unable  to  see  the  force  in  the  position  so  ably  and  earnestly 
contended  for  by  plaintiff’s  counsel,  that  plaintiff:  has  been  deprived 
of  his  property  without  due  process  of  law.  It  does  not  strike  my 
mind  that  he  has  been  deprived  of  his  property  at  all.  He  has  simply 
agreed  that  while  he  remains  in  the  Home  he  will  pay  over  to  the 
Home  the  excess  of  his  pension  above  four  dollars  a month.  He 
draws  his  own  pension,  and  at  any  time  after  doing  so  he  is  at  perfect 
liberty  to  keep  his  pension  and  leave  the  Home  with  an  honorable 
discharge,  and  if  he  chooses  to  stay  and  comply  with  his  contract,  the 
payments  made  by  him  are  certainly  voluntary  and  without  any 
duress  or  compulsion. 

This  case  appears  to  be  ruled  by  Bryson  vs.  The  Trustees,  etc.,  168 
Pa.,  352,  for  it  is  clear  that  plaintiff  gained  his  admission  to  the  Home 
by  virtue  of  a contract,  and  that  the  payments  made  by  him  were  vol- 
untary. 

The  distinguished  gentlemen  who  compose  the  Board  of  Trustees 
are  certainly  managing  the  Home  in  a manner  that  is  a credit  to  the 
Commonwealth,  and  their  discretion  ought  not  to  be  lightly  interfered 
with.  “A  court  of  equity  will  not  usurp  the  functions  confided  to 
trustees  and  attempt  to  administer  the  trust  for  them,  so  long  as  they 
honestly,  deliberately  and  fairly  endeavor  to  do  their  duty;  nor  will 
it  arrogate  lo  itself  that  discretion  in  I he  regulation  of  details  which 
has  been  lawfully  delegated  to  them,  and  which  belongs  to  them 
exclusively.”  Chandler  vs.  Gardner  et  al.,  Trustees,  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  Second  County  Court  Reports,  407. 

If  the  above-quoted  pension  rules  are  not  just,  it  rests  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  any  time  to  abrogate  or  modify  them,  and  the 
legislature  now  in  session  has  also  ample  power  in  the  premises. 

DECREE. 

And  now,  February  22d,  1899,  this  case  having  been  heard  on  bill, 
answer  and  testimony,  and  after  argument  thereof  by  counsel  and  due 
consideration,  it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  plaintiff’s  bill 
of  complaint  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed  at  his  cost. 


OPINION  OF  THE  HONORABLE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL. 

On  May  6,  1899,  General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  furnished  to  the  Honorable  Attorney  General  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  following  communication: 
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The  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  at  Erie,  Pa., 

Office  of  the  Treasurer,  328  Walnut  street,  Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia,  May  6,  1899. 

Hon.  John  P.  Elkin,  Attorney  General,  Harrisburg,  Pa.: 

Dear  Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
subject  of  the  use  of  the  money  remitted  to  me  by  the  Commander  of 
i the  Home,  paid  him  under  the  rules  of  the  Board  by  pensioners  hav- 
ing no  dependents. 

We  are  anxious  to  utilize  this  fund,  first,  for  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  the  infirmary,  which  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Home,  and,  second,  to  aid  in  the  general  maintenance 
of  the  institution. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  I submitted  this  question  to  our  solicitors 
and  the  communication  received  from  them  under  date  of  March  28th 
last,  covers  the  case  so  fully  that  I take  the  liberty  of  transcribing  it 
in  full,  as  below  for  your  views  in  the  premises. 

Erie,  Pa.,  March  28,  1899. 

Genl.  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors 

Home,  Philadelphia,  Pa.: 

Dear  Sir:  We  are  in  receipt  of  your  valued  favor  in  which  you  state 
that  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Home,  at  Erie,  Pa.,  certain  pension  moneys  belonging  to 
the  members  of  the  Home  are  paid  by  them  to  the  Commander  of 
the  Home  and  by  him  transmitted  to  you,  and  that  said  moneys  are 
retained  by  the  Trustees — that  these  moneys  constitute  two  funds, 
one  embracing  the  pension  moneys  paid  by  those  who  are  now  mem- 
bers of  the  Home  and  without  dependents,  and  the  other  comprising 
pension  moneys  paid  by  those  who  are  no  longer  members  of  the 
Home  by  reason  of  death,  etc.,  etc.,  and  who  while  members  had  no 
dependents;  that  it  is  proposed  to  utilize  the  latter  fund  in  the  im- 
provement and  extension  of  the  infirmary  building  on  the  grounds 
and  for  other  work  in  connection  with  the  Home.  Upon  this  state- 
ment of  facts  you  ask  our  opinion. 

“Whether  it  is  necessary  that  these  moneys  should  be  appropriated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for  this  specific  purpose  or 
whether  they  could  be  used  by  said  Board  without  such  appropria- 
tion.” 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  question  and  are  of  the  following 

OPINION. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1885  (P.  L.  G2),  provided  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a home  for  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers  and 
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sailors  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  seventh  section  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  a Board  of  Trustees  “for  the  management  of  said 
Home,”  who  “shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
its  management  and  government.”  Under  the  power  thus  conferred 
the  Board  passed  two  resolutions,  viz: 

1.  December  20th,  1892. 

2.  On  July  11,  1893. 

The  first  resolution  provided: 

“Resolved.  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall  upon  receipt  of  pension  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  pay  over 
to  the  Commander  or  to  some  other  officer  designated  by  him,  a sum 
of  money  equal  to  the  amount  which  said  pensioner  may  have  drawn 
in  excess  of  four  dollars  per  month;  and  that  when  arrearages  on 
original  claim  for  pension,  or  arrearages  accruing  from  increase  of 
pension,  may  be  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Home,  this  rule  shall 
apply  to  such  arrearages  for  the  time  the  pensioner  receiving  the 
same  may  have  been  a member  of  the  Home:  Provided,  That  in 
special  cases  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct  that  a portion  of  the 
money  which  may  have  been  paid  by  any  member  can  be  expended 
for  the  support  of  the  wife  and  minor  children  of  such  member  to 
such  amount  as  the  Board  may  deem  expedient.” 

The  second  resolution  provided: 

“Resolved,  That  any  member  of  the  Home  failing  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  rule  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  governing  pensions, 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  Commander  for  violation  of  rules,  and 
any  member  so  discharged  shall  not  be  re-admitted  except  by  a vote 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  no  event  until  the  expiration  of  six 
months  after  such  discharge.” 

“Resolved,  That  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sail- 
ors Home,  or  members  of  any  State  soldiers  and  sailors  home,  or 
of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  who  may  have 
been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  at  their  own  request  or  for  any 
other  reason,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Pennsylvania.  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  Home  within  six  months  from  date  of  such  discharge.” 

It  is  here  appropriate  to  state  that  the  validity  of  such  rules  or 
resolutions  have  been  upheld  in  Loser  v.  Home,  92  Mich.,  G33  (1892), 
and  Ball  v.  Evans,  98  Iowa,  708  (1890).  and  that  the  above  resolutions 
were  approved  in  this  State  in  Bryson  v.  Home,  168  Ta.  St.  352  (1895), 
and  Brooks  v.  Home,  C.  P.  Erie  Co.,  Feb.  Term,  1899,  No.  2,  in  Equity 
(not  yet  reported).  It  was  further  decided  in  the  Brooks  case  that 
the  payments  made  by  the  plaintiff  (Brooks)  to  the  defendants  (The 
Trustees  of  the  Home)  were  in  legal  contemplation  voluntary  pay- 
ments and  cannot  be  recovered  back  and  that  the  money  so  taken 
from  the  plaintiff  (Brooks  and  other  inmates),  so  far  as  the  same 
has  not  been  or  may  not  be  expended  for  the  support  of  the  wife  or

minor  children  of  such  members,  is  subject  to  use  for  the  benefit  of 
said  Home. 

You  have  advised  us  there  is  in  your  hands  as  Treasurer,  the  sum 
of  |34,865.22,  received  from  those  who  were  formerly  members  of 
the  Home  and  who  were  without  dependents  and  who  paid  their 
pension  moneys  in  accordance  with  said  rules. 

The  fund  was  not  raised  by  legislative  appropriation  and  has  not 
been  made  subject  to  legislative  control. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  a body  was  created 
by  and  is  subject  to  the  Legislature,  yet  the  power  of  the  Legislature 
does  not  extend  to  the  control  of  a fund  raised  by  the  voluntary  pay- 
ments of  the  members  of  the  Home  from  their  pension  moneys. 

The  fund  came  into  being  under  the  management  of  the  Trustees 
and  its  control  and  destination  are  subject  to  their  management  and 
the  fund  may  be  applied  to  any  reasonable  and  lawful  purpose  for 
the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Home,  whether  the  subject 
matter  be  provisions,  cattle,  furniture  or  the  extension  and  improve- 
ment of  an  infirmary. 

The  Legislature  will  not  usurp  the  functions  it  has  committed  to 
the  Trustees  and  endeavor  to  administer  the  trust  for  them,  so  long 
as  there  is  no  abuse  of  discretion  or  power  on  the  part  of  the  Trus- 
tees, nor  would  the  Legislature  assume  to  itself  the  discretion  thus 
committed  by  it  to  the  Board,  in  the  regulation  of  details  or  manage- 
ment of  the  Home,  which  has  been  lawfully  delegated  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly. 

The  public  could  have  no  better  assurance  that  the  trust  is  being 
wisely  and  carefully  administered  than  the  words  of  Judge  Walling, 
in  his  opinion.  Brooks  v.  Home,  supra:  “The  distinguished  gentlemen 
who  compose  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  certainly  managing  the  Home 
in  a manner  that  is  a credit  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  their  discre- 
tion ought  not  to  be  lightly  interfered  with.” 

We  beg  to  state,  in  conclusion,  that  the  appropriation  of  the  said 
pension  moneys  by  the  Trustees  to  the  improvement  and  extension 
of  the  infirmary  would  be  a proper  and  lawful  disposition  of  the 
moneys  so  paid.

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The  reply  of  the  Attorney  General  was  as  follows: 

Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  May  24,  1899. 

General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Home,  Erie,  Pa.: 

Sir:  I am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  recent  date,  asking 
for  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  upon  the  question  of  the  right 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Disabled  and  Indigent  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  to  utilize,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  and  improving  the 
infirmary  as  well  as  to  aid  in  the  general  maintenance  of  the  institu- 
tion, a fund  created  under  rules  established  by  your  Board,  , re- 
quiring pensioners  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  Home  to  pay  a 
certain  portion  of  their  pension  money  to  the  commandant  of  said 
institution,  who,  in  turn,  pays  the  same  to  the  treasurer. 

The  act  of  June  3,  A.  D.  1885  (P.  L.  62),  provides  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  the  Home  for  Disabled  and  Indigent  Sol- 
diers and  Sailors  of  Pennsylvania.  Under  the  authority  of  this  act 
a commission  was  appointed  to  select  a site  and  establish  a Home 
within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  provisions  of  the  act  into  effect. 
Section  0 specifies  the  qualifications  or  disabilities  which  entitle 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  to  admission  into  the  Home.  Section  7 
provides  that  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Trustees, 
which  is  given  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment and  government  of  the  Home.  This  Board  is  also  authorized 
to  fix  the  compensation  and  formulate  the  rules  for  the  admission 
into  the  Home  of  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  qualifications  and  requirements  set  out  in  section  6 of  said 
act.  Under  the  general  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  government  and  management  of  said  institution,  two 
resolutions  in  reference  to  pensioners  admitted  to  said  Home  were 
adopted. 

The  first,  adopted  in  1892,  requires  each  member  of  the  Home  to  pay 
over  to  the  commandant  thereof  a sum  equal  to  the  amount  which 
said  pensioner  may  have  drawn  in  excess  of  four  dollars  per  month. 
It  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  I am  informed,  to 
create  a fund  out  of  these  accumulations  that  could  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  those  dependent  upon  the  pensioner  and  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  institution. 

The  second,  adopted  in  1893,  provides  that  any  member  of  the 
Home,  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  rule  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  governing  pensioners,  shall  be  discharged  for  violation 
thereof. 

Your  communication  also  conveys  the  information  that  there  is  in 
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the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  institution,  the  sum  of  $34,865.22, 
■which  wras  received  from  pensioners  who  were  formerly  members  of 
the  Home,  but  who  wTere  without  dependents,  and  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  is  desirous  of  making  use  of  this  fund  for  the  enlargement 
and  improvement  of  the  institution  and  the  general  welfare  of  those 
who  receive  its  benefits. 

It  is  now  well  settled  that  a Board  of  Trustees  of  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors homes,  established  by  Act  of  Assembly,  has  the  right  to  adopt 
rules  similar  in  kind  and  character  to  the  regulations  above  referred 
to.  Mr.  Justice  Kinne,  of  the  Iowa  Supreme  Court,  in  placing  a con- 
struction upon  an  Act  of  Assembly  very  similar  to  our  own,  and  upon 
rules  of  the  same  general  character  relating  to  the  admission  of  pen- 
sioners, uses  the  following  language: 

“Under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  Board  has  ample  powTer  to 
determine  the  circumstances  under  which  a soldier  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Home,  and  to  say  how  much  of  the  income  he  may  be  receiving, 
if  any,  he  shall  contribute  towards  his  support  while  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  the  bounty  of  the  State.  While  every  man  who  entered 
the  service  of  his  country  is  entitled  to  all  praise  for  his  loyalty  and 
patriotism,  and  while  it  is  proper,  just  and  humane,  that  the  debt  of 
gratitude  wdiich  the  nation  owres  to  its  defenders  should  never  be 
forgotten — while  they  should  not  be  permitted  to  want  for  the  ne- 
cessities or  comforts  of  life — still,  it  must  be  remembered,  that  the 
State  is  under  no  legal  obligation  to  this  class  of  its  citizens  other 
than  rests  upon  it  as  to  all  of  its  citizens.  The  Legislature,  not  stand- 
ing upon  its  legal  obligations, but  prompted  by  feelings  both  patriotic 
and  humane,  has  voluntarily  undertake  to  provide  for  the  care  and 
support  of  this  class  of  citizens.  The  support  offered  by  the  State, 
and  given  at  the  Home,  is  a gratuity,  and  not  based  upon  any  legal 
duty  or  contractual  relations  between  the  State,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  inmates  of  this  Home  on  the  other;  hence,  it  follows,  that 
the  power  which  confers  the  benefaction  may,  by  itself  or  its  agents, 
determine  what  the  benefaction  shall  be,  and  the  circumstances 
which  must  exist  in  order  to  entitle  one  to  share  the  State’s  bounty. 
It  has  said  that  if  you  enter  the  Home,  and  if  you  have  an  income, 
from  pension  or  otherwise,  which  will  in  part  support  you,  you  shall 
agree  to  and  shall  contribute  from  it  towards  your  support.  This 
deprives  the  soldier  of  no  rights.” — Ball  v.  Evans,  68  Northwestern 
Rep.  437. 

The  same  question  was  raised  in  the  case  of  Loser  v.  Board  of  Man- 
agers, 92  Mich.  633.  In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  sus- 
tained the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  a similar  rule 
under  the  statutes  of  that  State.  The  principle  was  very  ably  dis- 
cussed in  an  opinion  by  Judge  Walling,  president  of  the  several 
courts  of  Erie  county,  in  the  case  of  Brooks  v.  The  Trustees  and  Ofti- 


cers  of  flit*  Home.  The  learned  judge  went  into  the  whole  question 
very  exhaustively,  and,  in  my  judgment,  there  is  but  little  further 
to  be  said  on  this  branch  of  the  subject.  I am  clearly  of  opinion  that 
your  Board  had  the  authority  to  adopt  the  rules  under  consideration 
and  that  the  fund  in  your  hands  is  subject  to  the  general  control  of 
your  Board. 

There  is  but  a single  question  for  my  consideration  and  determina- 
tion. The  fund  in  question  having  been  created  under  the  rules 
above  stated,  by  the  payment  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  said 
institution  of  certain  pension  moneys  by  pensioners  having  no  de- 
pendents, therefore,  no  one  to  whom  these  accumulations  could  be 
properly  paid,  you  desire  to  be  informed  whether  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees has  the  authority  to  make  use  of  these  accumulations  for  the 
general  improvement  of  the  institution  and  the  maintenance  of  its 
inmates. 

This  question  is  not  free  from  difficulty.  So  far  as  I have  been 
able  to  make  investigation,  the  courts  have  not  yet  been  called  upon 
to  decide  the  exact  question  herein  involved,  and  until  it  is  settled 
by  the  courts  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  not  finally  determined.  The 
courts  have  said,  however,  that  a Board  of  Trustees,  with  powers 
similar  to  your  own,  has  the  right  to  adopt  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  for  the  management,  maintenance,  discipline 
and  control  of  inmates  of  such  an  Institution.  I am  of  opinion,  there- 
fore, that  if  your  Board  should  adopt  a resolution  authorizing  the 
setting  apart  of  all  or  so  much  of  the  fund  in  question  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  and  improving  the 
Home,  so  that  the  general  welfare  of  the  inmates  and  best  interest 
of  the  institution  will  be  conserved  thereby,  it  would  be  a reasonable 
exercise  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  and  the  decisions  of  the  courts. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  for  me  to  state  that  the  fund 
in  question  in  no  proper  sense  belongs  to  the  general  revenues  of  the 
State.  It  could  not  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  without  legisla- 
tive authority,  and  if  the  authority  to  pay  it  in  were  conferred  by 
Act  of  Assembly,  it  could  not  be  held  there  for  any  specific  purpose. 
An  appropriation  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  general  form  for 
such  purposes  as  the  institution  might  require.  The  fund  was  accu- 
mulated under  the  management  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  and  was 
intended  to  benefit  the  institution  into  whose  Treasury  it  was  paid. 
It  seems  clear,  therefore,  that  it  should  be  made  use  of  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  the  best  judge  of  the  uses  to 
which  it  can  be  applied  with  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  institution 
and  the  inmates  thereof.

SOLDIERS  HOMES— PENSIONS— VOLUNTARY"  PAYMENT- 

ACTS  OF  JUNE  3,  18S5,  and  MAY  4,  1893. 

The  rule  prescribed  for  admission  to  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
Home,  established  by  the  act  of  June  3,  1885,  P.  L.  62,  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  May  4,  1893,  P.  L.  30,  that  a member  of  the  Home  who  is 
a pensioner  shall  pay  over  to  officers  of  the  Home  half  the  amount 
which  he  draws  in  excess  of  $4.00  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  act  of 
Congress  of  February  28,  1883,  making  void  certain  pledges,  assign- 
ments, etc.,  of  pensions. 

The  act  of  June  3,  1SS5,  P.  L.  62,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  May 
4,  1893,  P.  L.  30,  establishing  a Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  and 
by  section  7 conferring  on  the  Commission  in  charge  “powers  to 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its  management  and  government 
* ' * * and  to  formulate  rules  for  the  admission  of  dis- 

abled and  indigent  soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the  preceding  sec- 
tion,” though  not  prescribing  as  a qualification  for  admission  of 
pensioners  that  they  pay  part  of  their  pension  money  to  the  home, 
yet  not  prohibiting  it  as  such,  allows  the  board  to  prescribe  a rule 
making  such  payment  such  a condition. 

A rule  making  it  a ccaidition  of  admission  to  a soldiers  and  sailors 
home  that  an  applicant  shall  pay  part  of  his  pension  to  the  Home 
does  not  contravene  the  constitutional  prohibitions  against  taking 
the  property  of  citizens  without  due  process  of  law  and  without  just 
compensation. 
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When  an  applicant  for  admission  to  a soldiers  home  signs  a 
agreement  to  obey  the  regulations  of  the  Home,  and  before  signii 
there  is  read  over  to  him  a regulation  that  pensioners  shall  pay  ovi 
tc  the  Home  a certain  proportion  of  their  pension  money,  and  aft< 
admission  to  the  Home  he  voluntarily  pays  over  the  portion  of  h 
pension  money  described  by  the  regulations,  he  cannot  recover  sue 
payment  from  the  Home.  The  regulation  in  question  is  not  an  u 
reasonable  one,  and  does  not  violate  that  provision  of  the  State  ar 
Federal  Constitutions  which  prohibits  the  taking  of  property  of 
citizen  without  due  process  of  law,  and  without  making  just  compe: 
sation. 

Argued  April  26,  1899.  Appeal,  No.  127,  January  Term,  1899,  b 
plaintiff  from  decree  of  C.  P.  Erie  Co.,  Feb.  Term,  1899,  No.  2,  dii 
missing  bill  in  equity.  Before  Sterrett,  C.  J.,  Green,  McCollum,  Dea 
and  Fell,  JJ.  Affirmed. 

Bill  in  Equity  for  an  Injunction. 

The  facts  were  found  by  Walling,  I*.  J.,  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  was  organize 
under  act  of  Assembly  of  June  3,  1885,  P.  L.  62,  the  sixth  sectio 
of  which  was  amended  by  the  act  of  May  4,  1893,  P.  L.  30,  and  i 
supported  by  State  appropriations.  The  defendants  were  the  legall 
constituted  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  management  of  said  Honn 
except  William  W.  Tyson,  Commander,  and  Noah  W.  Lowell,  Quai 
termaster,  of  said  Home. 

2.  The  sixth  section  of  the  said  Act  of  Assembly  for  the  establisl 
ment  of  the  said  Home  as  amended  reads  as  follows:  “That  the  so 
diers,  sailors  or  marines  who  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  in  tlii 
Home  shall  be  those  only  who  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment  in  th 
army  or  navy  were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  or  served  in  some  Penr 
sylvania  organization,  or  those  who,  for  five  years  immediately  prt 
ceding  the  date  of  their  application  for  admission,  were  citizens  o 
Pennsylvania  who  were  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  of  th 
Unitvd  States,  who  are  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  from  any  dis 
abilities  (not  received  in  any  illegal  act)  are  unable  to  support  them 
selves  bv  manual  labor,  and  who  are  unable  to  gain  admission  into  th 
homes  for  soldiers  and  sailors  provided  by  the  Government  of  th' 
United  States.” 

And  the  seventh  section  of  said  act  is  in  part  as  follows:  “That  tin 
Commission  hereby  appointed  shall  also  constitute  a Board  of  Trus 
tees  for  the  management  of  said  home  when  established,  and  shal 
have  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its  managemen 
and  government,  to  employ  the  necessary  officers  and  employes,  to  fP 
the  compensation  and  to  formulate  rules  for  the  admission  of  dis 
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abled  and  indigent  soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the  preceding  sec- 
tion.” 

3.  December  21),  1892,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Home  duly 
adopted  a resolution  as  follows: 

“Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall,  upon  receipt  of  pension,  or  within  ten  days  after,  pay  over  to 
the  Commander,  or  to  some  officer  designated  by  him,  a sum  of 
money  equal  to  the  amount  which  said  pensioner  may  have  drawn  in 
excess  of  four  dollars  per  month;  and  that  when  arrearages  on 
original  claim  for  pension,  or  arrearages  accruing  from  increase  of 
pension  may  be  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Home,  this  rule  shall 
apply  to  such  arrearages  for  the  time  the  pensioner  receiving  the 
same  may  have  been  a member  of  the  Home:  Provided,  That  in 

special  cases  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  direct  that  a portion  of  the 
money  which  may  have  been  paid  by  any  member  can  be  expended  for 
the  support  of  the  wife  or  minor  children  of  such  member  to  such 
amount  as  the  board  may  deem  expedient.” 

On  July  11,  1893,  the  said  Board  duly  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

“Resolved,  That  any  member  of  the  Home  failing  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  rule  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  governing  pensions 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  Commander  for  violation  of  rules,  and  any 
member  so  discharged  shall  not  be  re  admitted  except  by  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  in  no  event  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
after  such  discharge.” 

“Resolved,  That  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sail- 
ors Home,  or  members  of  any  oilier  State  soldiers  and  sailors  home, 
or  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  who  may 
have  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  at  their  own  request,  or 
for  any  other  reason,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Sol- 
diers and  Sailors  Home  within  six  months  from  date  of  such  dis- 
charge.” 

4.  The  plaintiff  served  in  Company  B,  Third  Pennsylvania  Re- 
serves, and  Company  D,  Fifty-fourth  Pennsylvania  Veteran  Volun- 
teers, in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  is  now  disabled  and  in  indi- 
gent circumstances,  and  unable  to  support  himself,  and  that  he  is  a 
member  of  the  said  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  having  been  regu- 
larly admitted  thereto  on  April  23,  1S98.  He  is  a man  of  temperate 
habits,  and  has  obeyed  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Home. 

5.  Plaintiff  was  admitted  to  said  Home  at  his  own  request,  and  in 
his  sworn  application  for  admission  thereto  is  contained  a clause 
as  follows:  “And  said  applicant  further  stipulates  and  agrees  that 
he  will  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him,  and  will  abide  by  and 
obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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or  by  their  order,”  and  before  the  making  of  said  application  the 
plaintiff  had  read  and  fully  understood  the  above  quoted  resolutions, 
known  as  the  pension  rules  of  said  Board,  and  the  plaintiff  was  ad- 
mitted as  a member  of  said  Home  by  virtue  of  his  said  application  and 
agreement,  and  would  not  otherwise  have  been  admitted  thereto. 

(i.  At  the  time  of  plaintiff  making  said  application  he  was,  and 
still  is,  a pensioner  of  the  United  States,  at  the  rate  of  $6.00  per' 
month,  payable  quarterly.  The  checks  for  said  pension  are  re- 
ceived personally  by  the  plaintiff,  and  during  his  residence  at  the 
Home  lie  has  handed  said  checks  over  to  the  Quartermaster  and  re- 
ceived back  $4.00  per  month,  in  cash,  and  a receipt  for  the  balance 
of  said  pension  money,  which  balance,  during  his  residence  in  the 
home  up  to  the  time  of  filing  the  bill,  amounted  to  $12.73,  which  sum 
was  transmitted  to  General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  is  now  in  his  custody,  together  with  other  monies 
similarly  received  from  other  members  of  said  Home,  and  which 
fund  is  known  as  the  pension  fund,  and  remains  unappropriated. 

7.  Plaintiff  has  a wife,  about  fifty-seven  years  of  age,  and  three 
children,  and  his  wife  resides  with  two  of  the  children  in  Scranton, 
Pa.  Of  the  two  children  residing  with  the  mother,  one  is  a son  about 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  and  the  other  is  a daughter,  the  youngest 
child,  of  the  age  of  about  eighteen  years,  and  they  are  people  with- 
out means,  and  support  themselves  by  their  own  labor.  Plaintiff’s 
wife  works  out  at  washing  and  other  work  so  much  as  she  is  able, 
which  is  not  all  the  time.  At  the  times  plaintiff  made  the  several 
payments  of  his  pension  money  over  to  the  Quartermaster,  as  above 
stated,  he  made  a request  that  the  same  be  sent  to  his  wife,  and 
such  request  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  are 
still  considering  the  matter,  but  up  to  this  time  no  part  of  said 
$12.73  has  been  paid  over  to  the  plaintiff’s  wife. 

8.  Plaintiff,  during  his  residence  at  the  Home,  has  been  detailed 
to  perform  certain  services  therein,  for  which  he  has  been  paid  by  the 
Home  the  sum  of  $4.00  per  month,  which,  together  with  the  $4.00  per 
month  pension  money  retained  by  him,  gives  him  $8.00  per  month  at 
his  own  disposal,  a large  part  of  which  the  evidence  shews  he  has 
sent  to  his  said  wife. 

0.  The  said  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  has  a capacity  sufficient 
to  accommodate  500  members,  and  there  are  now  in  said  Home 
about  485  members,  of  whom  some  receive  no  pensions  and  others 
receive  pensions  varying  from  $4.00  to  $17.00  per  month.  All  of 
said  inmates  receive  equal  benefits  as  members  of  the  Home.  They 
are  all,  including  the  plaintiff,  furnished  with  every  necessary  of  a 
good  home,  including  board  and  furnished  rooms,  cared  for  by  the 
Home,  all  clothing,  for  both  summer  and  winter  wear,  also  medical 
attendance  and  nursing  in  case  of  sickness,  tobacco  and  all  incidental 
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expenses,  such  as  stationery,  postage  stamps,-  etc.,  and  all  other 
necessaries  for  their  material  welfare,  including  car  fare  to  and  from 
their  respective  homes,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  a member  his 
funeral  expenses  are  paid  by  the  Home. 

By  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  the  United  States  Government  pays 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  the  sum  of  $100.00  a year  for 
each  member  supported  in  said  Home,  from  which  sum  the  United 
States  Government  deducts,  also  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress, 
one-half  of  all  the  pension  money  retained  from  the  inmates  of  said 
Home. 

The  conclusions  of  law  were  as  follows: 

1.  Said  pension  rules  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
February  28,  1883,  making  void  certain  pledges,  assignments,  etc., 
of  pension  money.  (1.) 

2.  Said  pension  rules  are  within  the  powrers  of  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  are  not  contrary  to  law  or  public  policy;  neither  are 
they  inconsistent  with  the  above  quoted  sixth  section  of  said  Act  of 
Assembly.  (2.) 

3.  The  pension  rules  above  quoted  are  valid,  at  least  so  far  as 
affects  plaintiff,  who  obtained  admission  to  said  Home  under  an 
express  agreement  to  comply  therewith.  (3). 

4.  Equity  will  not  compel  defendants  to  continue  plaintiff  as  a 
member  of  said  Home  longer  than  he  complies  with  the  agreement  by 
virtue  of  which  he  obtained  admission  thereto.  (4.) 

5.  The  payments  made  by  plaintiffs  to  defendants  were  in  legal 
contemplation  voluntary  payments,  and  cannot  be  recovered  back, 
and  the  money  so  taken  from  plaintiff  and  other  inmates,  so  far  as 
the  same  has  not  been  or  may  not  be  expended  for  the  support  of 
the  wife  or  minor  children  of  such  members,  is  subject  to  use  for  the 
benefit  of  said  Home.  (5.) 

6.  Plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed  for  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  the  bill  should  be  dismissed  at  his  costs.  (6.) 

The  court  entered  the  following  decree: 

And  now,  February  22,  1899,  this  case  having  been  heard  on  bill, 
answer  and  testimony,  and  after  argument  thereof  by  counsel  and 
due  consideration,  it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  plaintiff’s 
bill  of  complaint  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed,  at  his  cost.  (7.) 

Errors  assigned  were  (1-0)  above  conclusions  of  law,  quoting  the 
same;  (7)  decree  dismissing  bill. 

C.  L.  Baker  and  with  him  Clark  Olds,  for  appellant.— There  is  no 
provision  in  the  act  of  1885  requiring  any  applicant  for  admission 
to  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  any  portion  of  his  pension  money  in  order 
to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  Home. 

Had  the  Legislature,  in  establishing  this  worthy  institution,  in- 
tended that  a pensioner  should  be  required  to  sign  an  agreement  to 
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pay  to  the  Board  his  pension  money  in  excess  of  $4.00  per  month,  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  admission,  such  intention  would  have  been 
clearly  expressed. 

Under  section  4747  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  pensioner  may  use 
money  received  from  his  pension  for  his  own  use  and  benefit  and  to 
secure  the  comfort  of  liis  family  in  any  manner  lie  may  see  proper,  free 
from  the  attacks  of  his  creditors:  Holmes  v.  Tallada,  125  Pa.  133; 
Yates  County  Nat.  Bank  v.  Carpenter,  119  N.  Y.  550. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  no  right  to  determine  what  relatives 
are  dependent  upon  the  pensioner  for  support:  Loser  v.  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Soldiers’  Home,  92  Michigan,  633. 

The  plaintiff  has  been  deprived  of  his  money  without  due  process 
of  law:  Brown  v.  Hummel,  6 Pa.,  86;  Ervine’s  App.,  16  Pa.,  256; 
Menges  v.  Dentler,  33  Pa.,  495;  Palairet’s  App.,  67  Pa.,  479;  Wimer  v. 
Overseers,  104  Pa.,  317. 

Horace  M.  Eumsey  and  E.  L.  AYhittelsey,  for  appellees. — The 
pension  rules  of  the  Home  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  act  of  Con- 
gress: United  States  v.  Bowen,  100  U.  S.,  508. 

It  is  undoubtedly  competent  for  the  United  States  to  attach  such 
conditions  as  it  may  see  fit  to  the  payment  of  pension  moneys:  Kellog 
v.  Waite,  12  Allen,  530. 

The  protection  only  extends  the  pension  in  course  of  transmission 
to  the  pensioner:  Friend  v.  Garcelon,  77  Me.,  25;  Crane  v.  Linneus, 
77  Me.,  59;  Rozelle  v.  Rhodes,  116  Pa.,  135. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  had  power  to  adopt  the  pension  resolution: 
Loser  v.  Board  of  Managers,  92  Mich.,  633;  Ball  v.  Evans,  98  Iowa, 
708;  Bryson  v.  Trustees,  168  Pa.,  352. 

The  Acts  of  Congress  relating  to  the  State  Homes  should  be  written 
into  the  States  acts:  People  v.  Board  of  Trade,  45  111.,  113;  Com.  v. 
St.  Patrick  Ben.  Soc.,  2 Binney,  441. 

The  court  will  not  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  discretion  of  the 
trustees:  Perry  on  Trusts,  sec.  508;  Dechert  v.  Com.,  113  Pa.,  241; 
Petition  of  Newlin,  123  Pa.,  544;  Com.  v.  George,  148  Pa.,  463;  Roum- 
fort  v.  Council.  2 Pearsons,  101;  Paving  Co.  v.  Philadelphia,  164  Pa., 
477 ; Bigelow  on  Estoppel,  473. 

The  pension  resolutions  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution: 
Brown  v.  Hummel,  6 Pa.,  86;  Ervine’s  App.,  16  Pa.,  256. 

The  payments  were  voluntary  and  cannot  be  recovered  back:  Mc- 
Cric-kart  v.  Pittsburg,  88  Pa.,  133;  Union  Ins.  Co.  v.  Allegheny,  101 
Pa.,  250;  Hospital  v.  Phila.  County,  24  Pa.,  229;  De  La  Cuesta  v.  Ins. 
Co.,  136  Pa.,  62;  Bryson  v.  Trustees,  168  Pa.,  357. 

Opinion  by  Mr.  Justice  Green,  July  19,  1899: 

When  the  plaintiff  made  application  for  admission  to  the  Home, 
he  did  so  in  the  exercise  of  his  own  volition.  He  was  at  liberty  to 
seek  admission  or  to  remain  outside,  just  as  he  chose.  Of  course, 
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when  his  application  was  accepted  and  his  admission  was  granted, 
it  was  necessarily  conditioned  upon  his  acceptance  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  the  government  and 
management  of  the  Home.  One  of  these  rules  was  a resolution 
adopted  on  December  20th,  1892,  six  years  before  the  plaintiff's  ap- 
plication was  made,  and  was  in  part  in  the  following  words,  to  wit: 

‘‘Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Home  who  are  pensioners 
shall,  upon  receipt  of  pension,  pay  over  to  the  Commander,  or  to  some 
officer  designated  by  him,  a sum  of  money  equal  to  the  amount  which 
said  pensioner  may  have  drawn  in  excess  of  four  dollars  per  month.” 

The  application  of  the  plaintiff  for  admission,  signed  and  sworn 
to  by  him,  contains  the  following  stipulation,  “and  said  applicant  fur- 
ther stipulates  and  agrees  that  he  will  perform  all  the  duties  re- 
quired of  him,  and  will  abide  by  and  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  by  their  order.”  On  the  faith  of 
this  special  agreement,  being  otherwise  qualified,  the  plaintiff  was 
admitted  to  membership  of  the  Home,  and  from  and  after  his  admis- 
sion he  was  duly  supported  and  maintained  by  the  Home.  Having 
subsequently  received  some  pension  money  from  the  United  States 
Government  he  paid  over  his  proper  proportion  thereof,  $12.73,  to 
the  Commander  of  the  Home,  and  he  now  seeks  to  recover  this  money 
back,  and  to  restrain  the  defendants  or  their  successors  in  office  from 
taking  or  requiring  from  him  any  more  of  his  pension  money,  and 
also  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  discharging  him  from  the 
Home  for  his  refusing  to  pay  over  any  more  of  such  pension  money. 
The  cause  was  heard  in  the  court  below  upon  bill,  answer  and 
proofs,  and  was  decided  in  an  able  and  exhaustive  opinion  against 
the  plaintiff,  dismissing  the  bill  at  the  cost  of  the  plaintiff,  in  which 
we  entirely  concur. 

That  the  plaintiff  obtained  his  admission  to  the  Home  by  means  of 
his  contract  is  not,  and  cannot  be,  questioned.  It  is  just  as  certain 
that  the  payments  he  subsequently  made  were  voluntary  payments 
made  in  accordance  with  his  contract.  No  kind  of  imposition,  fraud, 
duress  or  coercion  was  used  to  obtain  the  payments  from  him,  and 
he  showed  a proper  sense  of  his  duty  when  he  voluntarily  performed 
the  terms  of  his  contract.  He  obtained  the  support  and  maintenance 
he  sought  from  the  Home  and  he  rendered  the  consideration  which 
he  agreed  to  pay  therefor.  In  the  case  of  Bryson  v.  Trustees,  etc., 
1GS  Pa.,  352.  we  had  the  same  question  before  us,  except  that  it  arose 
upon  the  sufficiency  of  an  affidavit  of  defense.  The  action  was 
against  the  same  Home  and  the  same  body  of  Trustees,  etc.  The 
question  arose  under  the  same  Acts  of  Assembly  and  the  same  resolu- 
tions as  are  now  under  consideration.  The  answer  in  this  case,  as 
in  that,  alleged  that  the  payment  of  the  pension  money  was  volun- 
tarily made  by  the  plaintiff  who  had  made  the  same  kind  of  a con- 
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tract  as  was  made  in  this  ease.  We  did  not  then  decide  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  validity  of  the  rule  under  which  the  payment  was  made 
because  it  was  not  necessary  to  the  decision  of  the  case,  aud,  there- 
fore, did  not  arise.  But  we  did  then  say,  “If  the  payments  shall 
turn  out  to  be  voluntary,  as  is  alleged,  and  in  pursuance  of  an  agree- 
ment under  which  the  plaintiff’s  admission  was  obtained,  and  that 
admission  depended  upon  the  contract,  and  not  upon  the  positive 
provisions  of  the  statute  organizing  this  institution,  then  the  plaintiff 
cannot  recover.” 

In  the  present  case  all  these  matters  have  been  distinctly  estab- 
lished by  the  testimony,  and  are  found  as  facts  by  the  court  below. 
In  the  fifth  finding  of  fact  the.  court  finds  that  the  plaintiff  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home  at  his  own  request,  upon  his  sworn  application, 
“and  that  before  the  making  of  said  application  the  plaintiff  had 
read  and  fully  understood  the  above  quoted  resolutions,  known  as 
the  pension  rules  of  said  Board,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  admitted 
as  a member  of  said  Home  by  virtue  of  his  said  application  and  agree- 
ment, and  would  not  otherwise  have  been  admitted  thereto.” 

In  the  fifth  conclusion  of  law  the  court  finds  that  “the  payments 
made  by  plaintiff  to  defendant  were  in  legal  contemplation  voluntary 
payments  and  cannot  be  recovered  back.”  An  examination  of  the 
testimony  of  the  plaintiff  himself  fully  establishes  the  correctness 
of  these  findings.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  ruling  in  the  Bryson 
case  above  cited  is  directly  applicable  to  the  facts  of  this  case  and 
decides  it.  On  the  question  whether  the  pension  rules  of  the  Home 
in  this  case  are  in  conflict  with  the  Act  of  Congress  of  February  28, 
1883,  making  Void  certain  pledges,  assignments,  etc.,  of  pensions, 
the  learned  court  below  held  that  there  is  no  such  conflict,  and  is  so 
manifestly  correct  in  that  ruling  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the 
reasons  given  in  the  opinion,  which  are  there  so  w7ell  expressed. 
There  was  no  pledge,  assignment  or  other  transfer  or  convey- 
ance of  the  pension  money  in  the  case.  The  pension  check  was 
received  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  vdiole  amount  due  him,  and  he  volun- 
tarily and  freely  handed  it  to  the  proper  officer  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  out  of  it  the  amount  due  under  his  contract,  which  being  de- 
ducted a proper  check  was  given  to  him  for  the  balance.  . 

The  opinion  also  expresses  very  clearly  the  reasons  why  the  pension 
rules  are  entirely  valid,  and  not  in  conflict  with  our  legislation  es- 
tablishing the  Home.  Similar  questions  have  arisen  in  other  States 
under  similar  enactments,  and  the  rules  have  been  uniformly  held 
to  be  entirely  valid.  See  Loser  v.  Board  of  Managers,  92  Mich., 
633,  and  Ball  v.  Evans,  98  Iowa,  708.  Undoubtedly  the  seventh 
section  of  the  act  of  1885  expressly  conferred  upon  this  Commission 
the  “power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its  management  and 
government  * * * and  f0  formulate  rules  for  the  ad- 
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mission  of  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the 
preceding  section.”  The  contention  that  a payment  of  a part  of  the 
pension  money  to  the  Home,  in  the  case  of  applicants  who  are  also 
United  States  pensioners,  is  not  one  of  the  qualifications  prescribed 
by  the  Act  for  the  admission  of  members,  and,  therefore,  such  a re- 
quirement is  contrary  to  the  Act  of  1SS5,  is  not  tenable.  If  it  is  not 
prescribed  as  a qualification,  it  is  not  prohibited  as  such,  and,  there- 
fore, its  legal  validity  is  not  determined  by  the  Act,  and  the  ques- 
tion simply  remains  whether  it  is  so  unreasonable  in  its  character 
as  to  be  invalid  on  that  account.  We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  not 
unreasonable  in  any  degree,  but  a fair  and  rational  requirement, 
exacted,  as  it  is,  only  in  the  cases  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  draw 
pensions.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  Act  for  such  persons,  and 
when  it  appears  that  any  such  are  applicants,  it  is  but  right  and 
reasonable  that  they  should  be  required  to  make  some  small  con- 
tribution for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  in  which  they  are  sup- 
ported, or  it  may  be  in  a proper  case,  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  the 
Commission  to  make  provision  for  the  support  of  the  families  of  the 
inmates,  where  they  are  needy  and  the  pensioner  neglects  to  pro- 
vide for  them.  Our  State  poor  laws  require  the  application  of  the 
pauper’s  property  to  his  support,  where  he  has  any,  and  numerous 
Acts  of  Congress  provide  for  the  surrender  of  the  pensions  of  dis- 
abled and  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors  who  are  supported  in  homes, 
into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  home  to  be  by 
them  disbursed  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  managing  bodies  of  I he  homes. 

If  there  were  no  power  able  to  contract  with  applicants  who  draw 
pensions  as  to  the  surrender  of  some  portion  of  their  pensions  to  the 
support  of  the  homes,  it  would  follow  that  such  applicants  could 
get  all  the  support  of  the  homes,  and  keep  the  whole  of  their  pensions 
also,  a result  which  does  not  seem  fair  either  W the  State  or  the 
taxpayers  who  provide  the  means  for  supporting  the  homes. 

The  contention  that  the  requirement  in  question  is  contrary  to 
that  provision  of  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions  which  pro- 
hibits the  taking  of  property  of  the  citizen  without  due  process  of 
law,  and  without  making  just  compensation,  has  no  application. 
This  is  not  the  taking  of  property  in  any  conceivable  sense.  It  is 
the  creation  of  a condition  upon  which  charitable  support  may  be 
obtained  under  a contract  which  is  voluntarily  made,  providing  for 
the  contribution  of  something  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tution which  furnishes  the  support.  The  applicant  is  under  no  obli- 
gation to  make  such  a contract,  but  if  he  does  make  it  and  gets  the 
benefit  he  must  take  it  as  it  is  given,  and  keep  his  contract  like  all 
other  good  citizens  are  obliged  to  do.  Seeing  no  error  in  the  several 
assignments,  we  dismiss  them  all. 

The  decree  of  the  court  below  is  affirmed  and  appeal  dismissed 
with  costs. 
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NEW  INFIRMARY. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  July  28,  1899,  the  Com 
ruittee  on  Buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Board,  had 
at  meeting  held  May  25,  1899,  submitted  plans  for  new  infirmary, 
The  plans  prepared  by  Thomas  P.  Lonsdale,  of  Philadelphia,  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  it  was  directed  that  specifications  be 
prepared  and  proposals  asked  for,  the  bids  to  be  opened  Septem- 
ber 1,  1899.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  Henry  Shenk,  of  Erie, 
Pa.,  for  $32,693.00. 


PURCHASE  OF  SUPPLIES,  ETC. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  March  1,  1900,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  wrere  adopted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  system  of  requisitions,  invoices  and  receipts 
must  be  maintained  without  exception,  unless  waived  or  modified  in 
any  case  by  the  Committee  on  Supplies  or  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  purchase  of  articles  not  covered  by  the 
regularly  advertised  contracts  shall  be  made  by  the  Commander  by 
requests  for  bids,  presented  to  the  principal  dealers,  not  less  than 
three  in  each  line  in  Erie  for  elsewhere,  at  his  option),  and  the  same 
shall  be  awarded  in  each  instance  to  the  lowest  bidder.  The  grade  of 
goods,  where  samples  are  not  presented,  must  be  clearly  stated  in 
each  instance,  that  bidders  may  have  full  knowledge  of  what  may  be 
required. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  correct  any  inequalities  existing  in 
the  wage  list  of  the  Home,  and  with  a view  to  economizing  by  rear- 
ranging said  list,  the  Commander  is  directed  to  present  a revised 
wage  list,  with  recommendations,  and  the  same  be  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  chairmen  of  Committees  on  Supplies, 
Grounds  and  Hospitals,  with  the  addition  of  the  Vice  President  and 
Secretary  for  consideration,  and  report  to  the  Board. 

4.  Resolved,  That  notice  be  posted  in  the  Home  that  the  Com- 
mander is  authorized  by  the  Trustees  to  be  the  custodian  of  any 
moneys  given  him  for  safe  keeping  by  the  members  of  the  Home, 
and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  issue  to  any  depositor  a pass-book  for 
the  entry  of  money  so  transferred  to  his  custody. 

II.  Repayment  of  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part  shall  be  made  on 
presentation  of  the  book,  and  on  receipt  signed  and  acknowledged 
by  the  depositor. 

IIT.  The  Commander  shall  keep  proper  books  of  account  of  the 
above,  and  make  a detailed  quarterly  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
sums  so  received  and  disbursed,  and  amount  of  balance  in  his  hands. 
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IV.  All  sums  over  fifty  dollars  shall  be  deposited  in  a banking  in- 
stitution approved  by  the  Vice  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
in  the  name  of  R.  S.  Collum,  Commander.  No  personal  funds  of  the 
Commander  shall  be  kept  at  any  time  with  the  official  funds  of  the 
Home.

REPORT  OP  W.  W.  TYSON  AS  COMMANDER. 


Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home, 
Erie,  Pa.,  January  1,  1900. 

Gen.  Thomas  J.  Stewart,  Secretary: 

Sir:  Compelled  by  continued  ill  health,  the  direct  result  of  the 
mental  and  physical  demands  made  upon  me  during  the  fourteen 
years  I have  had  the  honor  to  command  this  Home,  to  resign  the  re- 
sponsible and  trying  position  which  I have  held  since  the  opening 
of  the  institution,  February,  188G,  and  to  accept  the  office  of  Quar- 
termaster, tendered  me  through  the  kindness  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  final  report  as  Commander, 
covering  the  operations  of  the  Home  for  the  one  year  and  seven 
months  from  June  1,  1898,  to  December  31,  1899,  inclusive,  when 
I was  relieved  by  Col.  R.  S.  Collum  as  Commander,  together  with  a 
resume  of  the  improvements  made  and  other  matters  of  interest  dur- 
ing my  stewardship. 

When  the  Home  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  members  there 
was  but  the  main  building  and  one  wing 'of  what  was  known  as  the 
Marine  Hospital.  The  building  was  old  and  had  been  much  abused, 
and  while  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in  charge  of  fitting  and 
furnishing  done  their  whole  duty  and  provided  everything,  so  far 
as  the  very  limited  appropriation  would  permit,  yet  the  provisions 
were  inadequate  for  the  purpose  intended  and  the  proper  care  of 
the  members  made  very  difficult,  rquiring  much  labor  and  constant 
attention  to  bring  about  a condition  comfortable  to  the  men  and 
in  keeping  with  the  character  of  the  institution.  There  were  ac- 
commodations for  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  but  before  the  erection 
of  new  building  we  were  taking  care  of  two  hundred  and  forty. 

The  surroundings  of  the  buildings  were  cheerless,  and  nothing- 
pleasant  met  the  eye  save  the  ever-present  waterscape  of  Lake  Erie 
and  Presque  Isle  Bay.  There  was  not  a walk  or  road  of  any  kind; 
not  a tree  or  shrub;  not  a flower  or  vine;  we  were  encompassed  with 
mud  and  swamp.  A number  of  “Squatters”  had  built  cabins  on  the 
property,  who  were  finally  removed  after  due  process  of  law. 

Many  of  the  lawless  element  seemed  to  think  that  every  foot  of 
ground  was  common  property  and  that  they  were  at  liberty  to  use 
it  to  their  hearts’  content;  others,  that  they  could  drive  over  any 
part  to  haul  sand  from  the  beach,  and  it  required  much  time  and 
patience  to  convince  them  that  this  was  State  property  and  that

we  would  permit  no  trespassing.  This  was  the  cause  of  much  an- 
tagonism that  was  shown  the  Home,  which  happily  has  given  way  to 
a thorough  appreciation,  as  the  people  realize  that  every  improvement 
in  roads,  walks,  trees  and  flowers,  is  for  their  enjoyment  full  as  much 
as  for  the  comrades  of  the  Home,  and  the  Home  and  grounds  has 
become  a pleasure  to  the  citizens,  and  a place  to  which  they  bring 
their  visitors  and  point  with  pride  to  the  institution  and  the  surround- 
ings. 

The  City  Council,  I regret  to  say,  have  forgotten  their  promises  to 
pave  Asli  Lane,  and  this  only  approach  to  the  Home  has  been  left  to 
the  care  of  the  management  during  all  these  years. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  early  recognized  the  importance  of  making 
needed  improvement,  and  without  delay  adopted  plans  for  the  erec- 
tion of  necessary  buildings  and  improvements  of  the  grounds.  Among 
the  first  was  the  selection  of  a site  for  a burial  place  for  our  dead; 
this  was  the  piece  of  ground  lying  east  of  Garrison  run,  a very  un- 
sightly broken  bank.  This  was  graded  down  to  a gentle  slope  to 
the  banks  of  the  run,  trees  and  shrubs  planted,  walks  laid  down, 
and  everything  in  our  power  done  to  make  it  a fitting  place  for 
our  dead  comrades.  Two  important  improvements  remain  to  be 
made,  first;  the  placing  of  a substantial  fence  around  the  cemetery; 
second,  the  erection  of  an  appropriate  monument. 

The  building's  erected  during  my  administration  were  the  follow- 
ing: In  18S6  and  1887,  a large  brick  barn  with  slate  roof,  and  a 
frame  ice  house.  In  1888,  new  dining  room,  56x100  feet,  a double 
cottage  of  nine  rooms  each,  for  Commander  and  Quartermaster,  the 
remodeling  of  kitchen,  laundry  and  bakery.  In  1889  and  1S90,  the 
building  of  the  east  and  northwest  wing,  and  complete  furnishing  of 
the  same;  also  the  infirmary  and  cow  barn.  In  1892  the  chapel  was 
rebult  and  greatly  enlarged;  also  the  smoking  room  and  library. 
In  1891  the  new  boiler  house  was  completed.  All  of  the  above  are 
brick  buildings.  A two-story  frame  boat  house  was  built  in  1898. 

Two  large  brick  silos  were  built,  with  a capacity  to  supply  the 
cattle  with  winter  feed.  The  new  infirmary  was  begun  late  in  the 
summer  of  1899,  and  at  this  date  is  under  roof  and  ready  for  plaster- 
ing. The  outside  work  very  briefly  stated,  consisted  of  laying  of 
cement  walks  to  all  the  buildings  and  on  the  grounds  wherever,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  they  were  required.  In  all, 
22,588  feet  was  laid.  Good  roads  have  been  made  with  broken  stone 
for  a foundation,  covered  with  from  two  to  four  inches  of  gravel, 
from  the  front  entrance,  on  Ash  Lane,  to  and  around  main  building 
and  infirmary,  to  block  house  and  boat  house  on  the  west,  and  to 
cemetery  and  beach  on  the  east,  requiring  only  that  portion  between 
the  east  and  west  line  on  the  lake  front  to  complete  a circuit  of  the 
entire  grounds  with  a well-made  carriage  and  driving  road,  lined 
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on  both  sides,  most  of  the  way,  with  shade  trees.  Between  the  bluff 
of  Garrison  Hill  and  the  lake,  there  was  an  impassable  swamp,  cover- 
ing an  area  of  nearly  fifty  acres,  known  only  to  the  old  residents  of 
Erie  as  the  “pike  pond.”  It  was  a breeding  place  for  mosquitoes 
and  malaria,  much  the  largest  portion  covered  with  water  the  year 
round.  The  Board  instructed  me  to  present  a plant  to  recover  this 
land  and  make  it  available  for  garden  and  pasture.  This  was  com- 
plied with.  Tram-roads  were  laid  from  the  sand  beach,  dumping 
cars  built  and  the  work  of  filling  begun  by  moving  sand  from  the 
beach.  This  work  was  followed  up  year  after  year,  and  the  whole 
covered  with  deposits  from  the  sewerage  of  Mill  creek  and  other 
fertilizers  until  the  entire  swamp  has  disappeared,  and  a garden 
spot,  second  to  none  in  this  county  has  taken  its  place,  yielding  a 
good  return  in  vegetables  for  the  table  and  food  for  the  stock.  The 
planting  of  trees  was  begun  in  April  of  1886,  and  has  continued  to 
receive  our  attention  each  year  since.  Elms,  the  different  varieties 
of  poplar  and  numerous  other  kinds  of  trees  have  been  planted,  all 
of  which  give  promise  of  adding  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds 
and  the  comfort  of  those  who  seek  the  inviting  shade.  The  Girard 
estate,  in  Schuylkill  county,  upon  the  request  of  General  Wagner, 
sent  us  a lot  of  willow  cuttings  of  a species  entirely  new  to  this  sec- 
tion. We  found  them  to  be  rapid  growers,  strong  and  handsome  in 
appearance,  very  suitable  for  walks  and  drives.  From  these  we  have 
made  many  hundreds  of  cuttings,  which  add  much  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  ground.  We  planted  three  rows  of-  these  willows,  a dis- 
tance of  seven  hundred  feet  along  the  breakwater  of  the  bay  front 
for  the  purpose  of  protection,  as  the  breakwater  was  very  much 
decayed  and  liable  to  be  washed  away  during  some  of  the  very 
severe  storms,  thereby  causing  serious  damage  to  the  property. 
There  was  an  immense  amount  of  labor  involved  in  the  grading 
of  the  grounds,  as  there  was  not  a single  foot  of  the  surface  but 
required  attention  in  order  to  bring  it  up  to  the  present  condition. 
The  terracing  of.  the  banks  on  west  side  of  buildings,  and  on  the 
east,  north  and  west  side  of  Garrison  hill,  required  time  and  patient 
labor  to  accomplish.  The  second  year  we  were  able  to  raise  some 
plants  for  ornamenting  the  grounds,  but  could  do  little  until  by  direc-  ; 
tion  of  the  building  committee  a conservatory  and  propagating  house 
were  built.  From  that  time  there  has  been  an  abundance  for  all 
purposes.  We  were  greatly  aided  in  stocking  our  houses  and  in 
securing  choice  varieties  of  flowers  through  the  interest  of  General 
Wagner,  in  having  shipped  to  us  from  Girard  College,  Philadelphia, 
large  contributions  of  flowers  and  foliage  plants.  Beside  the  work 
and  improvements  noted,  we  built  three  hundred  feet  of  breakwater  \ 
at  the  boat  house,  a piggery  and  ice  house  on  the  flats,  a substantial 
bridge  across  Garrison  run  at  cemetery,  heavy  retaining  walls  and 
cattle  walks  north  of  railroad  culvert. 
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The  launch, “Union  Volunteer, ” at  first  acompleteand  disappointing 
failure,  was  remodeled  under  general  directions  of  General  Wagner 
and  Colonel  Nicholson,  and  is  now  comfortable,  handsome;  and  in 
[every  way  satisfactory.  Mill  creek  which  empties  into  the  bay  on 
the  west  line  of  the  property,  became  a great  nuisance  to  the  Home 
because  of  the  stagnant  sewerage  which  sent  its  unpleasant  and  un- 
healthy odors  through  the  building.  The  city  failing  to  take  meas- 
ures to  remedy  this  evil  we  were  forced  to  do  the  work  ourselves 
by  dredging  and  straightening  the  channel.  This  we  have  done  for 
[eight  years. 

The  most  serious  question  that  we  have  had  to  contend  with,  and 
one  that  greatly  disturbed  the  members  of  the  Home,  and  multi- 
plied the  burdens  of  the  management,  was  the  pensions  of  the  mem- 
bers. The  right  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  enforce  the  rules  adopted 
was  questioned.  Four  different  suits  were  entered.  The  decision 
of  the  lower  court  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Courts.  During 
the  pending  of  the  different  trials  much  bitter  feeling  was  shown  on 
the  part  of  many  members,  unjust  criticism  of  the  Board,  and  the 
Commander  was  of  every-day  occurrence.  At  the  same  time  an  ill- 
ad vised  action  was  brought  to  determine  the  right  of  the  members  to 
vote.  This  also  was  the  cause  of  much  agitation.  Happily  all  these 
questions  have  been  settled  by  the  courts  for  all  time,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  of  almost  universal  contentment  throughout  the  Home. 

It  is  a source  of  great  pleasure  to  myself  that  my  own  inventions 
introduced,  and  that  have  been  in  use  in  the  Home,  have  proved 
economical  and  will  continue  to  save  many  hundreds  of  dollars  each 
year  to  the  institution. 

My  personal  thanks  are  due  and  most  heartily  tendered  to  the 
clergymen  of  the  city  of  Erie,  for  their  deep  interest  in  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  comrades  during  all  these  years.  I found  them  ever 
[ready  to  respond  to  whatever  call  was  made  upon  them.  Their  good 
offices  did  not  end  with  the  services  in  the  chapel  and  hospital,  but 
wherever  they  meet  the  comrades  on  the  street  or  elsewhere,  they  have 
a kind  and  encouraging  word  for  them.  It  would  give  me  pleasure  to 
make  personal  mention  of  all  these  gentlemen  would  space  permit. 

Of  the  Home  itself,  the  duty,  care  of  the  comrades,  their  food, 
clothing,  and  general  welfare,  the  needs  of  the  sick,  the  respectful 
burial  of  the  dead,  the  putting  of  one’s  self  in  place  of  friends,  and 
all  that  goes  in  the  care  of  old  and  suffering  men  to  the  position 
of  the  one  in  charge,  I have  carefully  and  sympathetically  endeavored 
to  perforin.  The  administration  has  been  economical  in  every  par- 
ticular of  which  I have  had  knowledge.  There  has  come  to  me,  as 
there  must  to  any  one  having  charge  of  similar  institutions,  seasons 
of  discouragement,  and  mistakes,  of  criticisms,  just  or  unjust,  of  a 
lack  of  appreciation,  of  seeming  ungratefulness  on  the  part  of  others, 
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which  can  only  be  balanced  by  the  compensation  that  will  come  in  the 
conscious  knowledge  that  one  has  to  the  best  of  his  ability  performed 
his  duty  and  that  some  good  has  been  done  his  fellow  man. 

It  will  ever  be  a source  of  great  comfort  to  myself,  that  I can  in  all 
truth  turn  over  to  my  successor  the  building  in  good  condition,  the 
grounds  graded  and  beautified,  the  discipline  established,  and  the 
character  compared  with  other  Homes  second  to  none  in  the  land. 

When  I assumed  the  position  which  I now  surrender,  it  was  with 
the  desire  and  ambition  to  make  it  my  life  work,  and  to  so  perform  my 
duties  to  tiie  State,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  comrades  placed 
under  my  care,  that  I should  be  deemed  worthy  of  the  confidence  re- 
posd  in  me.  I thoroughly  realize  that  without  the  aid,  council  and 
guidance  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I could  have  done 
nothing,  and  that  I have  been  but  the  humble  instrument  in  carrying 
out  the  plans  and  orders  as  directed.  I am  deeply  grateful  for  the 
very  kind  and  considerate  treatment  extended  to  me  at  all  times, 
and  lay  down  the  work  with  a happier  heart  because  I have  been 
the  recipient  ol'  the  evidenec  of  your  appreciation.

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Home 
for  the  year  ending  May  31st,  1900.  Accompanying  the  same  are 
the  reports  of  the  Quartermaster  and  Surgeon : 

Major  W.  W.  Tyson,  late  Commander  of  the  Home,  having  been 
compelled  to  resign  his  position  owing  to  failing  health  consequent 
upon  the  exacting  duties  of  that  position,  the  undersigned  was  ap- 
pointed to  till  the  vacancy  and  assumed  command  on  January  1st, 
last.  Capt.  A.  W.  Lowell,  the  former  Quartermaster,  having  tend- 
ered his  resignation,  Major  Tyson  was  appointed  to  that  duty,  thereby 
enabling  him  to  obtain  that  rest  to  which  he  is  entitled  after  so  many 
years’  service.  His  successor  has  taken  up  the  work  and  trusts  that 
his  services  and  experience  will  enable  him  to  carry  out  the  instruc- 
tions and  ideas  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  a successful  issue. 

Under  the  mild  but  firm  government  provided  by  the  rules  and 
regulations,  the  discipline  of  the  Home  is  I trust  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  The  Commander  feels  that  this  is  due  in  a great  degree 
to  the  wise  provision  of  the  Board  in  establishing  a Members’  De- 
posit Account  which  now  amounts  to  $1,178.00  in  small  sums.  This 
money  is  placed  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Commander  in  his  official 
capacity,  and  can  only  be  drawn  out,  as  such,  as  the  members  desire. 
Each  member  is  furnished  with  a pass-book  showing  the  indebtedness 
of  the  Commander  to  him.  A report  is  made  quarterly  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  the  amount  of  money  on  hand.  The  benefit  of 
this  is  apparent  since  the  1st  of  January,  as  the  record  of  punishments 
are  very  materially  lessened,  the  vice  of  drunkenness  has  been  almost 
entirely  eliminated  from  the  Home,  and  its  members  are  self-respect- 
ing men. 

The  new  infirmary  building  has  been  erected  and  is  now  occupied. 
It  has  accommodations  for  forty-two  additional  beds  and  is  complete 
in  its  appointments,  being  furnished  with  modern  appliances  for  the 
comfort  of  the  sick,  this  with  the  beds  in  the  old  building,  will 
accommodate  seventy-six  patients.  Some  improvements  are  yet  to 
be  made  in  the  nature  of  hospital  furniture  and  surgical  instruments. 
Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday  at  3 P.  M.  by  min- 
isters of  the  different  denominations  in  the  city  who  have  kindly 
volunteered  for  the  purpose.  The  attendance  at  these  services  has 
been  large  and  an  interest  has  been  noticed  which  is  a source  of  great 
gratification. 

Amusements  during  the  winter  have  been  frequent.  Amateur 
talent  from  the  city  has  been  employed  with  no  expense  except  in 
one  or  two  instances.  The  library  and  reading  room  is  much  sought 
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after  by  the  members.  It  is  respectfully  requested-that,  as  soon  as 
convenient,  an  addition  to  the  number  of  books  be  made,  as  those 
studiously  inclined  would  appreciate  a material  increase  in  the 
works  pertaining  particularly  to  the  history  of  our  country  from 
“63”  to  the  present  time. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  in  an  appropriate  manner,  and  no  labor 
except  that  which  was  actually  necessary  was  performed.  The 
buildings  were  handsomely  decorated  with  flags.  The  exercises  in 
the  chapel  were  of  an  impressive  character  suitable  to  the  day.  A 
delegation  of  Strong  Vincent  Post  No.  67;  under  its  commander, 
were  present.  The  patriotic  and  eloquent  oration  delivered  by  Past 
National  Commander-in-Chief,  Robert  B.  Beath,  commanded  marked 
and  respectful  attention  by  the  comrades  and  members  of  the  Home. 
The  exercises  at  the  Home  cemetery  were  unusually  impressive. 
Every  grave  was  decorated  with  flags  and  flowers,  accompanied  by 
appropriate  h}rmns  by  a quartette,  interspersed  with  instrumental 
music. 

The  natural  gas  wells  continue  to  supply  the  light  required  in  the 
buildings.  The  work  on  the  farm  and  garden  continue  to  be  satis- 
factory as  in  the  past.  The  roads  have  been  kept  in  repair  and  now 
present  a beautiful  drive  which  is  largely  used  by  the  residents  of  the 
city. 

I would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  pro- 
viding fences  on  all  of  the  lines  of  the  Home  property  which  will 
be  in  keeping  with  the  grounds  and  buildings.  A substantial  wire 
fence,  such  as  has  been  placed  in  the  front,  would  add  much  to  the 
beauty  of  the  surroundings. 

Now  that  our  cemetery  has  assumed  substantial  proportions,  229 
graves,  it  seems  eminently  fitting  and  proper  to  mark  the  spot,  where 
our  dead  comrades  lie,  in  a suitable  manner.  To  that  end  I respect- 
fully urge  that  the  Legislature  be  asked  for  an  appropriation  to 
erect  a monument  of  granite,  the  design  to  be  chosen  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  which  will  be  preserved  in  perpetuity.  A sum  not 
to  exceed  $160.00  is  needed  to  properly  dredge  out  the  channel  to  the 
boat  house,  as  in  its  present  condition  it  is  with  great  difficulty  that 
the  channel  can  be  kept  cleared  and  the  boats  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  men. 

My  thanks  are  hereby  acknowledged  to  the  official  staff  for  their 
cordial  support  and  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  on  all  occa- 
sions.

The  general  condition  of  health  of  the  members  of  the  Home  has 
mproved  as  compared  with  that  of  ten  years  ago.  It  has  been  uni- 
ormly  good  during  the  past  two  years  covered  by  this  report. 

We  have  had  no  epidemics  of  any  kind.  We  attribute  this  improve- 
ment to  the  enforcement  of  hygiene  in  all  of  its  requirements,  in 
deanliness,  in  enforced  bathing,  in  clothing,  in  bedding,  in  well- 
:ooked  and  wholesome  food,  regularity  in  meals,  in  exercise  and 
tegular  sleep  and  abstinence,  as  far  as  possible,  from  intoxicating 
pinks. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  made  at  sick  call  and  in  quarters  has 
rot  varied  much  from  former  years.  The  total  for  the  two  years 
Iras  reached  12,000.  The  largest  per  cent,  of  fatalities  due  to  any 
one  disease  has  been  from  heart  lesions,  amounting  to  nearly  20  per 
Lent.  The  per  cent,  for  ten  years  past  due  to  heart  lesions  has  been 
18  per  cent,  of  all  deaths. 

Improvements. — A large  and  substantial  building  of  stone  and 
[prick  has  been  erected  as  an  addition  to  the  old  infirmary.  There  are 
two  new  wards  with  a capacity  of  forty-two  beds.  The  old  infirmary 
has  been  partially  reconstructed  and  has  a capacity  of  thirty-four 
beds,  the  space  having  been  reduced  by  using  two  rooms  for  bath 
rooms,  this  gives  a total  capacity  of  seventy-six  beds. 

The  new  wards  are  finely  constructed,  roomy,  well  ventilated,  and 
ijwill  be  heated  by  indirect  radiators.  The  work  is  well  done,  but  not 
Slyet  tested  in  cold  weather.  The  wards  are  furnished  with  the  best 
make  of  white  enameled  iron  bedsteads  and  wire  woven  springs.  The 
mattresses  are  of  the  best  hair,  bolsters  same,  and  feather  pillows. 
IBeds  are  well  dressed  with  sheets,  woolen  blankets  and  white  spreads. 
[A  chair  rocker  for  each  bed.  The  bedside  tables  are  not  yet  fur- 
nished. There  are  two  baths  and  three  closets  to  each  ward.  There 
are  six  dormitory  rooms  in  third  story  furnished  with  fifteen  beds, 
similar  to  ward  beds  in  all  respects,  with  a fine  dresser,  table  and 
chairs  in  each  room. 

The  Assistant  Surgeon  occupies  a suite  of  rooms  on  the  second  floor, 
well  furnished  and  complete  in  all  respects.  The  kitchen  in  the 
basement  is  ample,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  has  a fine  cooking 
range  and  will  have  steam  kettles,  coffee  and  tea  urns.  The  cold 
storage  room  has  two  large  well-constructed  refrigerators.  A serv- 
ing room  off  from  the  kitchen  has  an  elevator  to  take  up  the  food  to 
the  wards  above.  This  elevator  has  not  sufficient  capacity  to  perform 
the  work  well. 

There  is  a convalescent  dining  room  on  each  floor  for  two  wards; 
will  seat  sixteen  in  each  room  of  patients  who  are  able  to  go  to  their 
meals.  The  rest  are  served  at  bedside.  Each  dining  room  has  a 
serving  room  to  which  the  elevator  carries  the  food.  On  first  floor 
there  is  an  officers’  mess  room  finely  fitted  up. 
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A very  fine  operating  room  lias  been  constructed  in  the  old  build- 
ing, with  tile  wainscoting  seven  feet  high  on  the  walls  and  a tile 
floor.  It  is  well  lighted,  and  is  an  up-to-date  room,  but  not  yet  fur- 
nished completely.  The  additions  were  greatly  needed  for  the  care 
and  comfort  of  the  sick  and  the  attendants.  The  hospital  while  not 
very  capacious  will  till  the  demands  for  some  time.  The  Home  is 
rapidly  become  the  Home  for  old  people  not  for  acute  diseases,  and 
many  of  the  rooms  are  the  rooms  of  invalids  and  the  inmates  need 
the  attention  incident  to  old  people. 

The  dispensary  is  ample,  with  line  light,  good  shelving  and  a small 
waiting  room.  The  Surgeon’s  office  is  quite  complete  and  well  fur- 
nished. Dr.  D.  V.  Reinoehl,  the  efficient  Assistant  Surgeon  for  the 
last  four  years,  resigned  to  take  effect  last  of  May.  Dr.  W.  C.  Tracy, 
acted  as  contract  one  month.  Dr.  R.  A.  Constein  reported  as  Assist- 
ant Surgeon  July  3d,  1900.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Pennsylvania: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  7 of  the  Act  of  As 
sembly  approved  June  3d.  1SS5.  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  two  years  ending  May  31,  1902: 

In  the  report  of  General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board, 
will  be  found  a statement  in  detail  of  all  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  period  embraced  in  this  report.  The  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  have  been  audited  by  expert  accountants  and  the  correct- 
ness of  the  same  duly  certified  to.  The  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  institution  for  the  period  named  are  fully  covered  by  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  officers  of  the  Home,  submitted  herewith. 

The  General  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou 
sand  dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  for  the  two  years  end- 
ing May  31.  1903.  ('See  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  July  18,  1901). 
This  appropriation  was  based  upon  the  action  of  the  LTnited  States 
Government  through  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National  Home 
for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  agreeing,  as  in  past  years,  to  pav 
to  State  Homes,  one-half  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance,  pro- 
vided the  one-half  thereof  did  not  exceed  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dol- 
lars per  capita  per  annum.

$1,425.24  on  May  31,  1902,  after  three  years  of  trial  proves  to  be  sat- 
isfactory. It  has  taught  the  men  to  save  their  money  and  created  a 
spirit  of  emulation  among  them  which  has  had  beneficial  results. 

The  records  of  punishment  are  very  materially  lessened,  and  the 
vice  of  drunkenness  has  almost  entirely  disappeared  from  the  Home, 
being  confined  almost  entirely  to  those  with  whom  the  habit  has 
become  chronic,  and  even  those,  by  the  example  afforded  them  are 
endeavoring  to  correct  this  habit. 

The  new  infirmary  building  is  now  in  successful  operation,  the 
most  improved  hospital  furniture  and  surgical  instruments  having 
been  added.  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  efficiency  of  the  female 
nurses,  and  their  devotion  to  duty  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
patients. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday  at  3 P.  M.  by 
ministers  of  the  different  denominations  of  the  city,  who  have  kindly 
and  oftentimes  at  great  inconvenience  to  themselves,  offered  their 
services.  These  services  are  well  attended.  During  the  winter,  as 
often  as  possible,  amateur  talent  has  been  employed  in  entertain 
ment  for  the  members. 

The  library  has  received  an  addition  of  250  volumes  of  latest  stand- 
ard works.  Thanks  to  the  exertions  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  supplies,  whose  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  veterans  is  well 
known. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  with  the  appropriateness  due  to  the 
sacred  character  of  the  day.  The  buildings  were  handsomely  deco- 
rated, especially  the  chapel,  and  the  exercises  were  of  an  impressive 


character.  A delegation  from  Strong'  Vincent  Tost,  Xo.  G7,  of  Erie. 
Pa.,  attended  under  its  Commander,  Comrade  Wm.  P.  Atkinson. 
The  oration  was  delivered  by  General  1>.  B.  McCreary,  a member  of 
Strong  Vincent  Post  Xo.  <i7,  and  was  listened  to  with  marked  at- 
tention by  the  comrades  of  the  Home  and  citizens  of  the  city.  The 
exercises  at  the  Home  cemetery  were  of  the  usual  impressive  char- 
acter accompanied  by  appropriate  music,  every  grave  being  deco- 
rated with  flowers. 

The  natural  gas  wells  continue  to  supply  the  light  required,  and 
show  no  diminution  in  the  supply.  The  farm  and  garden  continue  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  roads  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  A new  road  has  been 
constructed  on  the  east  side  of  fhe  grounds  leading  to  the  lake,  which 
makes  a delightful  drive,  encircling  the  grounds  from  east  to  west. 

I respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  for  providing  wire  fences 
on  all  the  fines  on  the  Home  property  which  will  be  in  keeping  with 
the  grounds  and  buildings. 

My  thanks  are  hereby  acknowledged  to  the  official  staff  for  their 
very  cordial  support  and  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  on  all 
occasions,  and  I take  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  their  zeal  and 
efficiency.

Col.  E.  S.  Collum,  Commander: 

Sir:  The  general  condition  of  health  of  members  of  the  Home  re 
mains  good.  We  have  not  had  an  epidemic  of  any  kind  since  the  last 
biennial  report. 

The  death  rate  is  greater  than  at  the  last  biennial  report  as  shown 
by  nearly  one  per  cent.,  but  the  number  cared  for  exceeds  the  number 
cared  for  in  last  biennial  report  by  two  hundred,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  tabulated  statement.  The  average  age  of  the  members  of  the 
Home  in  last  report  was  63  years  and  4 months.  The  average  age 
in  this  report  is  found  to  be  64  years  and  11  months.  The  average 
age  at  death  in  this  report  is  found  to  be  68  years.  This  Would  indi- 
cate that  no  unexpected  cause  had  influenced  the  increase  of  the 
death  list.  The  inevitable  must  come,  and  as  age  advances  the  death 
rate  will  increase. 

The  hospital  department  is  in  good  sanitary  condition.  The  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  systems  introduced  in  the  new  hospital  has  work- 
ed very  satisfactory  the  past  year. 

The  old  ward  hospital  has  been  very  much  improved  by  enclosing 
the  east  ends  with  glass  windows  which  not  only  protects  the  pa- 
tients from  the  storms,  but  makes  a delightful  sitting  room,  and  gives 
a sun  bath  for  convalescents. 

The  operating  and  dressing  room  has  been  furnished  with  a com- 
plete general  operating  case  and  a general  operating  table.  The 
room  is  now  quite  complete  for  all  usual  requirements. 

Two  hospital  food  carriages  for  transportation  of  food  from  the 
kitchen  to  the  wards  has  been  purchased  and  found  to  be  very  satis- 
factory. They  are  used  to  convey  the  trays  to  the  bedside  of  those 
who  are  unable  to  go  to  the  convalescent  dining  room. 


Female  nurses  have  been  employed  since  April,  1902,  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  officers  and  surgical  staff  and  for  the  comfort  of 
the  patients.  The  sharp  eye  of  a well  trained  female  nurse  is  es- 
sential to  the  care  and  cleanliness  of  the  patients  and  to  the  good 
order  of  a hospital.  We  have  always  found  plenty  of  members  of 
the  Home  who  are  ready,  willing  and  competent  to  assist  in  caring 
for  the  patients  for  a low  compensation. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  made  at  morning  sick  call  does  not 
vary  much  from  years  past.  The  total  has  reached  14,000  during  the 
last  two  years.  Age  begins  to  tell  upon  the  old  men,  and  they  are 
not  seen  in  such  large  numbers  down  in  the  city  as  formerly. 

Dr.  Frederick  Zandt,  from  New  Jersey,  has  filled  the  position  as 
Assistant  Surgeon  during  the  last  two  years  very  satisfactorily.
